FROM THE EDITOR— 


HIS month our popular New & Nautical department has expanded to be- 

come the most complete pleasure boating directory of its type ever prepared. 
With nearly 1,000 more listings and illustrations than last year, we have tried 
to present the world’s most comprehensive boat show in one issue, and a 
handbook for your reference throughout the coming year. 

The marine industry of America has done an outstanding job in creating 
and improving the products we shall be using afloat during 1958. Both boats 
and accessories will require less maintenance and provide more trouble-free 
hours of pleasure on the water. New applications of plastics, metal alloys, 
and bonded wood will aid the boatman. Basic wood, fiberglass, and metal 
hulls are much the same, but the way new craft are finished and the fittings 
employed show improvements which will save the boatman both time and 
money. The cost of going boating this year should be about the same as 
last, or slightly less, and more fun should be had by all. 

Higher speeds over the water will be possible this year, and the family boat 
can now be powered to go farther faster and pull more water skiers. In this 
issue we present some of the fastest craft, and report on a new high powered 
runabout in our continuing series of boat tests. 

To handle more horsepower, the trend in outboard hulls is toward the 
higher transom cutout of 20 inches, rather than 15, for the longer shaft motors. 
It is a trend toward more safety, and one which more boat builders will have 
to join if they want a part of the higher horsepower market. 

But with the increase in speed comes the responsibility of the boatman to 
use it wisely and solely in unrestricted areas. Only in this way can we prevent 
accidents and legislation, as a result, which could become unduly restrictive. 

Progress on the problems of numbering all boats and properly supervising 
our waterways for maximum safety but minimum interference with law- 
abiding boatmen has taken a long step forward. Members of the Congres- 
sional Bonner Committee and the Coast Guard have met with representatives 
of the Council of State Governments, and it now appears that individual states 
will be able to use the bill developed by the committee as a model for similar 
uniform and moderate legislation to be passed by them. Instead of a wide 
variety of laws like those enacted during the early years of the automobile, 
sensible and compatible state and Federal boating legislation is likely to result 
from the fine and extensive hearings held by Representative Bonner and his 
fellow congressmen. 

Another result occurred in December when the Secretary of the Treasury 
called a Small Boat Safety Conference in Washington. Attended by the U. S. 
Coast Guard, members of the marine industry, and representatives of Amer- 
ica’s pleasure boatmen, including this magazine, the meetings examined the 
problems of better education for newcomers to boating, as well as equipment 


‘regulations and construction standards. The need for ways to insure the suc- 


cessful continued growth of our sport have finally been recognized. 

One of pleasure boating’s valuable educational organizations, the U. S. 
Coast Guard Auxiliary, is discussed in this issue. Like the United States 
Power Squadrons, reported on last month, it is a name which should be highly 
regarded by all boatmen for its contributions to the sport. Other organiza- 
tions which deserve special recognition are the Outboard Boating Club of 
America, the American Power Boat Association, the National Outboard 
Association, the American Yachtsmen’s Association, the National Boating 
Association, and the North American Yacht Racing Union. All are open for 
membership to boatmen who meet requirements that include active interest 
in the welfare of various phases of the sport; all are working constantly to 
make boating under power and sail more rewarding for boatmen everywhere. 

Many exciting new products for boatmen will make their appearance 
during the coming year. One that we know of is a transistorized converter 
that will operate off a 12-volt battery supply, making it possible to use regular 
household appliances, even on outboard boats. This and many other new 
products will be covered in PopuULAR BoaTING during the coming months.

Answers to your 


boating queries 


By JOHN KINGDON 


SEAGOING SMELL 

ee ECENTLY my cruiser began, lit- 

erally, to stink. There is a foul 
odor in the cabin that smells a little 
like cooking gas, but much, much 
worse. | have carefully checked the 
bottled-gas lines, the fuel lines and 
the exhaust system. There are abso- 
lutely no leaks. 

“The stench is so bad that the cabin 
is completely untenable. And to make 
matters worse, the bilge water has 
lately taken on an ugly dark gray 
color, the interior paint keeps getting 
dirtier and dirtier no matter how hard 
or how often I scrub it, and the copper 
piping throughout the boat has turned 
jet black! 

“Obviously, some insidious enemy is 
at work. | am at my wit’s end and my 
wife, who formerly was totally devoted 
to the boat, now refuses even to step 
aboard. Can you possibly help me?” 

Frank Oliver, Hull, Mass. 

The symptoms are unmistakeable. 
Your enemy is an organism that’s 
called algae and looks exactly like a 
mass of black jelly. You'll find it lurk- 
ing in some dark, out-of-the-way part 
of the bilge. Algae usually lives in 
decaying seaweed, where it thrives and 
gives off bubbles of noxious, hull- 
blackening gas. Somehow, perhaps 
through a small hull leak, some of this 
algae has found its way aboard your 
boat, and is now living and multiplying 
there. 

To kill it, pour fresh water into the 
bilge and then throw several handfulls 
of copper sulphate crystals into the 
water. A whitish membrane will form 
on the algae and it will die. Pump the 
bilges dry, scrape the dead algae out 
and cleanse the spot it occupied with 
one of the various commercially avail- 
able bilge-cleaning solutions. To be 
sure the algae will never again get a 
toehold aboard your boat, repeat the 
copper sulphate treatment about twice 
a year.

HE title of this book is not an idle boast. This is a 

collection of 196 photographs of sailing craft. Morris 
Rosenfeld is a specialist in this field; he knows his boats 
and he knows his camera. This combination makes for 
top quality marine pictures, and when coupled with the 
fact that Rosenfeld is an artist with his camera, it means 
the pictures are great. 

While there are no “chapters” to a book like this, it is 


divided into sections that deal with various aspects of the 
sailing world.

; HERE’S more than one way to skin a cat, ’tis said, and 
_? a certain ardent fisherman has proven it by carrying his 


small outboard boat upside down on his trailer. 

Originally he carried it on top of his car on roof racks, 
but found that many favorite fishing waters were from fifty 
to a couple of hundred feet from the roadside or the nearest 
parking areas. Thus he decided to invest in one of the 
modestly priced smaller trailers so that he could trundle 
the boat to the water’s edge instead of dragging and shov- 
ing it. 

At first he carried the boat right side up on the trailer 
in conventional manner but found that the boat invariably 
collected a lot of rainwater, leaves and dust during its idle

periods. Such troubles had never plagued him when he 
carried the boat upside down on top of his car, so he 
decided to alter the trailer’s support blocks. Now the light 
auto-top boat could be carried upside down on the trailer. 

It proved to be quite easy to roll the boat upside down 
on the beach, lift the bow, and roll the trailer under it. Now 
his boat never fills with water and debris, and the mud, 
sand and dirt collected in the boat when fishing is quickly 
flushed out when he gets home by squirting a hose over 
the inverted interior. 

Having a smaller outboard motor, he carried the idea 
ever farther by arranging a motor block atop the trailer’s 
frame. Before loading the boat he clamps the motor to 
the block and padlocks it in place with a regular outboard 
safety lock.

To post- 
pone the time when this will happen 
to you, every so often rub the starter 
cord with a cake of beeswax or a can- 
dle.

OUTDOOR CRUISER STORAGE

of propellers. To insure against such 
loss, remove your propeller and keep 
it at home. 


TIP FOR TINKERERS 

Now that winter is here, many a 
boat owner is busy down in the base- 
ment tinkering with various electrical 
and electronic equipment from_ his 
boat. One of the most annoying things 
to happen in the course of such work 
is to have to hunt all over the shop for 
the roll of solder and can of soldering 
paste.. These two items, which ought 


to go together like ham and eggs, 
somehow manage to stray far apart 
every time they’re put down. To make 
them stay together, and thus save on 
time and temper, simply solder the 
paste can to the roll of solder. A quick 
touch with the iron in three or four 
places on their rims will stick them 
together without melting all the paste 
out of the can. 
TRAILER LOCK 

Do you worry about losing your 
outboard boat and trailer by way of a 
night-time theft? Then do this. Get a 
piece of heavy galvanized pipe of 
about two inches in diameter and six 
or more feet long. Have a welding 
shop weld a standard trailer hitch ball 
to one end and a scrap of iron plate to 
the other. Weld a sturdy ring to the 
pipe as shown. Dig a hole four or five

curely, but it will hold the trailer, boat 
and motor rigidly level so it can be 
worked on easily, and so children can’t 
climb onto or into the boat and harm 
both themselves and the boat by “see- 
sawing” it. Who would ever have 
thought it . . . the old hitching post is 
coming back in the middle of the 
Twentieth Century! 


HULL SAFEGUARD 
Expert boat handling is not always 
a matter of knowing all the compli- 


cated details covered in texts on sea- 
manship. A lot of it comprises simply 
keeping one’s eyes and mind open. 
When a problem comes up, the real 
seaman doesn’t always depend on the 
books to give him an answer, he im- 
provises an answer on the spot by 
using common sense. A perfect illus- 
tration of this is contained in a letter 
from George E. Bostwick of Hood 
River, Oregon. Says George: 

“While boating on the Columbia 
River with our 14-foot outboard, we 
often go ashore for picnics and in 


many places the shoreline is rocky. 
Waves rocking the boat while it is 
beached can do the hull bottom much 
harm, so to prevent this, I always look 
around for a piece of driftwood and 
pull the boat up on it. This keeps it 
off the rocks.” 

Sure, this is so simple it sounds ob- 
vious. But did you ever think of doing 
the same thing under such conditions? 
We'd like to hear from other readers 
who have hit upon boat handling kinks 
as useful and practical as this. 


TRAILER FENDER FLAPS 
Do pebbles fly up from your trailer 
tires and damage your boat, or does 
sand and tar from freshly-oiled roads 
occasionally make a mess of it? Then 
go to a hardware store and buy a pair 


of those plastic or rubber fender flaps 
intended for bicycles. The larger ones 
will fit the fenders of a boat trailer 


nicely, and will offer more protection 
to the boat. At the same time, since 
they are flexible, they are in little dan- 
ger of getting bent or broken, and the 
material from which they are made is, 
of course, waterproof. Some of them 
have red reflectors on them, which are 
useful on the trailer since they will 
define the width of the trailer at night 
for the benefit of following cars. 


OFF-BEACH MOORING IDEA 

Most boatmen who frequent salt 
water with its tides, or lakes with rocky 
or steep shorelines, have often won- 
dered how they might anchor their 





craft offshore so that it won't be 
stranded by low tide, or banged up by 
an onshore wind. I have hit upon a 
method which utilizes the boat’s regu- 
lar anchor and anchor line rigged as 
shown. With this layout, you drop the 
anchor at a suitable distance offshore, 
and let the boat run up on the beach. 
When the boat has been unloaded it 
is a simple matter to haul it back out 
into deep water. The shore loop of

SPRAY HOOD FLAP 
Down in Osterville, Cape Cod, is a 
small shop which has been building 
fine boats since 1850.

If the 
helmsman wants to stand up to look 
over the bow when entering a shal- 
low port, or if spray on the wind- 
shield cuts visibility, this flap can be 
opened in a jiffy.

Skippers with elaborate vessels, steel boats, and craft with iron keels or other possible 
sources of deviation are well advised to hire a professional compass adjuster. For the small 
boatman, however, here are simple ways to determine major causes of compass error. 








By ELBERT ROBBERSON 


N a wooden, plastic or aluminum boat with no iron, 
() steel or electrical objects aboard, a “bare compass” 
should give accurate magnetic bearings and courses 
without correction. But move in an engine or other objects 
containing iron or steel, or electrical devices, and there is 
a possibility that your compass readings will have as much 
distortion as a pair of beer-bottle binoculars, Compass in- 
accuracy is not at all dangerous—that is, if you know it is 
there, and how much. But to take a chance on your com- 
pass without having checked out its accuracy “around the 
clock” is inviting trouble. Fortunately, compass error is 
not difficult to detect and measure; and in most cases on 
small boats it can be corrected, or almost completely bal- 
anced out. 


Sources of Compass Error 


Practically speaking, compass error exists when the com- 
pass does not indicate bearings relative to true north. Several 
factors are involved when this is the case. The first and 
most universal error is due to the fact that the magnetic 
north pole is located in Canada a considerable distance 
south of the true pole. Therefore, at all locations where the 
magnetic and true poles are not exactly in line, a “variation” 
will exist between magnetic indications and the actual direc- 
tion to true north. 

A few years ago, it was customary to add or subtract the 
local variation to convert true courses to magnetic course 
for steering by compass; and to convert compass (magnetic) 
bearings to true figures for plotting bearing lines on the

chart. The addition and subtraction required were fre- 
quently cause for mistakes, especially when part-time skip- 
pers, under conditions of stress, tried their unfamiliar hands 
at it. And, even the more experienced usually found it 
necessary to memorize rules and rhymes to remember 
whether to “put on” or “take off” variation. 

Happily, today’s charts have a magnetic rose inscribed 
inside the true circle. This makes it unnecessary to worry 
about the conversion of angles either in steering or taking 
bearings. Of course, there is no law against knowing how 
to convert “true” to “magnetic” by arithmetic—but why do 
it the hard way? In any rare case where such a conversion 
is necessary, simply use the local chart compass rose as 
your computer: find the angle you wish to convert on its 
scale on the rose, lay a straight-edge through the center of 
the rose and it will pass through the equivalent angle on the 
other scale. And, for steering or taking bearings, disregard 
the outer “true” circle completely, using the magnetic stale 
only, and no computation will ever be necessary, because of 
variation. 

Other compass errors are lumped into the category of 
“deviation.” This is caused by the presence of other mag- 
netic objects near the compass. Anything built of or con- 
taining iron or steel is potentially magnetic, as are electrical 
circuits and devices. On most boats the engine is the prime 
source of deviation, but there are many other possible 
sources: for example, instrument panel wiring; steel rein- 
forced steering wheels; radio loudspeakers, headsets, hand- 
sets; power cables; steel containers of all sorts, from beer 
cans to portable gasoline tanks; photographic light meters, 
and cameras having meters built-in; and even some “Scrab- 
ble” games (designed for boat use, with magnets to make 
the chips stick to the board). 

As a rule, magnetic objects should be kept at least three 
feet from the compass, but a greater separation is desirable. 
For example, I have found that my own photographic ex- 
posure meter will push my compass off about two-degrees 
when it is three-feet way; and at the same separation a 
“hi-fi” speaker will throw the card off 15-degrees to the 
right or left (a total swing of 30-degrees!), depending upon 
how it is oriented. So, be extremely careful that the com- 
pass is placed in the clearest place possible (magnetically 
speaking) and, if necessary, move any possibly trouble- 
some objects to some other part of the boat. 

Because magnetic lines of force are not stopped by wood,

There are those lucky navi- 
gators in sunny Florida, on palm treed 
shores of the South Atlantic, Gulf 
Coast, and Pacific, under the Trade 
Winds, places like that. The other day 
we got a letter from Mexico . . . But 
shucks, there’s consolation for us 
Northern swabs in the variety of sea- 
sons, isn’t there?

And isn’t it cosy down at the shop, 
with a pot bellied stove to station on, 
and a store of yarns (like the stack of 
work .that waits) hauled out with the 
boats for repeated and affectionate 
review? 


America’s Cup 


Conversation in another atmosphere 
fills the paneled walls of many a yacht 
club these winter days. The America’s 
Cup is on the scene again, and the new 
conditions of the historic race are be- 
ing discussed at length. The change in 
boat size requirements is, of course, 
the reason for the race’s rebirth. The 
130-foot beauties of yesteryear are 
available, even to the wealthiest, only 


as memories. But there will be enough 
12 meter craft on both sides of the 
Atlantic to make the competition in- 
teresting. Other new conditions being 
talked about are the shortening of the 
course from 30 to 24 miles; a Royal 
Yacht Squadron representative to be 
stationed on the New York Yacht Club 
committee boat instead of one on each 
American yacht; and the measure- 
ments rules of the International Yacht 
Racing Union, which will be used for 
the first time. In brief, no yacht may 
rate over 12 meters, and there will be 
no time allowance.

Now Hear This 


Club members should pass the word 
around that the Coast Guard has ruled 
a change for lights on motorboats un- 
der 26 feet in length. The white stern 
light may now be placed off the center- 
line. Vice Admiral Alfred C. Rich- 
mond, Commandant of the U. S. Coast 
Guard, in commenting on the change, 
has said, “From a practical view, it 


was found that the installation of lights 
on the centerline of certain small boats, 
especially those propelled by outboard 
motors, was quite difficult. As a result 
of a thorough study, the ruling was 
made and the exception applies to 
boats under 26 feet in length equipped 
with either the white all around light 
or the white 12 point stern light.” 


Fresno's Floating Police 


In California the boating population 
of Fresno County are remarking on 
the job Commodore Russ Spacy and 
his crew are doing to help Sheriff Will- 
mirth police the local lakes. Like ev- 
eryplace else, Fresno has more boats 
and, as a result, more water accidents 
than boatmen can afford. Also, like 
everyplace else, there’s not enough 
money in the tax till to pay for ade- 
quate police protection on the water. 
So the local boat clubs went into a 
huddle with the County Supervisors, 
and the outcome was, first, a law to 
protect all persons using Fresno’s wa- 
terways, and second, the creation of a 
volunteer sheriff's squadron composed 
of club members and public spirited 
citizens. 

With 21 charter members and a 
membership limit of 50, The Fresno 
County Sheriff's Powerboat Squadron 
patrols the waters under a program of 
education and law enforcement de-

signed to protect boatmen from them- 
selves, and the elements. 

Each member is appointed an active 
Deputy Sheriff, and is thoroughly 
briefed on his authority and responsi- 
bility as a police officer, with Red Cross 
First Aid courses complementing the 
Sheriff's instructions. 

Last summer the Squadron policed 
regattas, swim meets, and conducted 
normal patrols, with remarkable suc- 
cess and an absence of criticism. This 
winter they are training with the Sher- 
iff's Posse, Aero-Squadron, and a Red 
Cross Mobile Unit, for simulated 
rescues. 

Members donate their time, their

ceive the blessings of three faiths), to 
the story of the Captain (who shall go 
unnamed) who had a most embarrass- 
ing accident while wearing the Owner’s 
grey flannel trousers. 


Everywhere 

Well, there are all kinds of boatmen 
in this democracy. One wonders at the 
variety of clubs—from wealthy and 
dignified yacht clubs, which existed -be- 
fore the advent of the internal com- 
bustion engine, to outboard outfits 
springing up along every creek and 
pond in the country. 

Perhaps it would be interesting to 
ask ourselves what inspires boatmen 
(more than hunters or fishermen and 
many other sportsmen) to band to- 
gether in clubs. It has been said that 
“no man can draw a free breath who 
does not share with other men a com- 
mon and disinterested ideal.” The 
words are Antoine de Saint Exupery’s 
in “Wind, Sand and Stars.” And we 
may wonder how they apply to boat- 
men. 

Certainly boatmen do not joir to- 
gether in a club just for fun. There is 
that attraction, but the work of admin- 
istering a club cannot be written off as 
fun. Nor is prestige and some power 
the prime motivating forces which at- 
tract people to club officialdom. The 
vain and the selfish seldom dominate 
for long a group as intimate as a boat 
club. 

It seems then that the members of 
a boat club must have some “common 
and disinterested ideal,” whether or 
not they question it. And if that ideal 
is better boating, or a society of better 
boatmen, or a better society . . . well, 
we are talking about the same thing, 
aren’t we? 

This of course invites definition of 
a good boat club. Ours is a simple 
one: it is that a good boat club is com- 
prised of good boatmen who are good 
men and women as well as adequate 
sailors. 


Ideal Boatman 

This leads us to comment on the 
stature of the individual boatman. We 
think that the measure of a boatman 
is the distance between his head in the 
clouds and his feet firmly implanted 
on deck. It is wonderful to go racing 
about in a planing hull, with all the 
accompanying thrills; and it is great 
stuff to heel to a breeze or go power- 
ing over the horizon both nautically 
and mentally. Dreams are swell. But 
it is realistic and essential that the 
matter of life-preservers, fire extin- 
guishers, signals, and such, be not for- 
gotten in the process. A good boatman 
is a good man—and he does not neg- 
lect his responsibilities. 

A good club will encourage, and 
train, and constantly remind its mem- 
bers of their responsibilities. 

Then everybody will get together 
and have a real, fine time. —P. R.

do not keep magnetic objects nearby in drawers, cabinets 

or adjacent compartments. 
For accuracy, the lubber line of the compass should be in 
exact alignment with the keel of the boat; and if the com- 
‘ pass is portable, always install it in exactly the same loca- 
x tion. Much care should be taken that other magnetic 
objects are also kept in exactly the same place, and with the 
same orientation. In the close quarters of a small boat, 
ACE 1444 ab shifting a gasoline can, or an auxiliary outboard motor, 
might throw the compass off seriously. A small amount of 
deviation can be taken care of, but not if it changes from

Simplified Correction Theory 


On a magneticaly “pure” boat, all compass readings 
would be “magnetic,” and would correspond directly to the 
magnetic chart rose. Fig. / illustrates this condition, with 
the boat headed toward the magnetic north pole and the 
compass indicating north, zero-degrees or 360° exactly. All 
other headings will likewise be indicated truly by the 
compass.

the clock,” deviation will exist, going from a minus quantity, 
as it was on the north heading when the compass reading 
was less than the actual heading, to a plus quantity, as it 
is now on the east heading, then back to minus. At only 
two points, as the vessel swings in a circle, will the compass 
read correctly. In this particular example, the zero-deviation 
points are at 20 and 200-degrees, although under other con- 
ditions, vastly different results can be obtained.

magnet so placed—in this case in the bow of the boat; and 
by Fig. 5, which shows how the deviation on the easterly 
heading has also been corrected. In a simple situation such 
as that illustrated, the compass would now read correctly 
on all headings, and the compass would effectively have 
been corrected. 

But, although it illustrates the principle very well, this 
method would be difficult to put into practice, since the 
equal and opposite values (strength of magnet, distance and 
orientation) are not easily arrived at on a boat. Therefore, 
another method is used, which appears to be different but 
has the same practical effect. 

No matter what the orientation, strength, and placement 
of the deviating magnet may be, the effect on the compass 
may be broken down into two components: one north- 
south, and one east-west. Accordingly, if we place the boat 
on a northerly heading and install a correcting magnet as 
shown in Fig. 6, the error on this heading may be cancelled 
completely. This correcting magnet is oriented so it turns

the compass card toward the right heading, and if it first 
pushes the wrong way, it is reversed end-for-end. Then the 
magnet is moved up to the compass until its force exactly 
balances the deviation force. The compass is thus corrected 
in the north-south direction.

To balance out the east-west component, the vessel is 
headed east, and another magnet placed alongside the com- 
pass, as shown in Fig. 7. Again the magnet is pointed in the 
direction which reduces the compass error, and then moved 
toward the compass until the error drops to zero. The 
compass is now corrected for all headings. 

You can become acquainted with this process (and get a 
little practice in the bargain) at home on the parlor table, 
using your boat compass, or an inexpensive portable type,

on a cardboard “boat.” Any small, relatively weak magnet 
(such as a magnetized steel nail) can be used to supply the 
deviating force. For compensating, obtain a pair of com- 
pass compensating magnets (obtainable from large marine 
supply houses) with a length about equal to the diameter 
of your compass card. 


Practical Correction 


Many systems have been devised to put these principles 
in practice, but perhaps the simplest for the amateur is the 
one using the principle of reciprocal courses (to be detailed 
later), where first the boat is headed north by compass, and 
its actual course path over the face of the earth is recorded 
in some manner, and then it is turned around exactly 180- 
degrees (by earth measurement, not compass) and the com- 
pass reading noted. If there is no deviation, the compass 
will read 180-degrees. 

However, if deviation is present, the compass will read 
some other figure, which will be different from 180-degrees 
by the sum of the deviations on both the north and south 
headings. This means that one-half of this value will be 
the compass deviation that was experienced on the northerly 
course; and the other half represents the compass error on 
the southerly reciprocal course. Both of these deviations 
are caused by only one disturbing magnetic influence. So, 
if on the southerly heading a correcting magnet is placed so 
as to remove one-half of the total error, the effect of this 
one spurious magnetic field will have been balanced. The 
compass will now read correctly on both courses. 

In a similar manner, a corrective magnet is placed by 
sailing reciprocal courses on an east-west line, after which 
the semi-circular deviation will have been corrected and, if 
there are no other disturbing factors, the compass will read 
correctly on all headings. 

Thus, if we can just get our boat lined up on exactly 
reciprocal north-south and east-west course lines, correcting 
the compass is no great problem. But there is the hitch— 
locating those course lines. Usual methods of finding re- 
ciprocal courses may involve chart work, special instru- 
ments, a spare observer or two, setting out markers, several 
miles of running around in the boat, tables, arithmetic, and 
plenty of pencil pushing. But here is a relatively simple 
method I have used which, in today’s agile small boats, 
takes a minimum of time and effort, no chart work, no 
pelorus observation of distant objects, practically no cruis- 
ing around, and which, at the very most, requires one helper 
to steer the boat. 

Next month we will describe this system in detail.—EL-

Real water speed is no longer a thrill for racers only— 
Stock mile-a-minute runabouts are now ready and for sale

HE TREND toward more speed afloat is underway. America’s boatmen now want to get where they’re 
Pevine faster; want to water ski when they get there; want to get back home before dark, if necessary, 
and have more fun in the process. America’s boat and motor builders are making this possible. 

Even the fisherman slow trolling and the cruising family heading for a quiet cove to anchor and relax 
shows signs of looking for more power when they buy a new engine or choose a fast runabout for their second 
boat. If you are like most boatmen today, you may seldom run at full throttle, but you like the thought 
that more speed is available if you should want or need it. 

The fastest pleasure craft for 1958 have been developed from racing boats. Just as the speed principles | 
learned from automotive race tracks are incorporated into the cars of today, so hull and engine designs that 
have been tested at the marathons and closed-course competitions around the country will be appearing in 
fast family models in this country and abroad. 

November 1957 saw the United States lose and regain the world’s record for piston-driven craft. At Picton, 
Ontario, Jim Thompson’s three-pointer, Miss Supertest Il,was driven by Art Asbury over a measured kilome- 
ter course at 184.494 mph. early in the month. OnNovember 29, driver Jack Regas pushed Hawaii Kai III to 
194.649 mph. over the same distance on Lake Washington, Seattle, to bring the record back to this country.

Regas also set a new mark for the 
measured mile at 183.350 m.p.h. The 
old mark, set by the late Stay Sayres of 
Seattle, was 178.497 m.p.h. 

Designed like other Unlimited Class 
speedsters so that when on plane only 
the side sponsons plus propeller and 
rudder touch water, Miss Supertest Il 
rides on a center tunnel of air as well 
that keeps the craft nearly airborne. It 
is a plan that may soon be incorporated 
into the very fastest runabouts; last 
year’s boat shows saw a prototype 
worked out by Gold Cup designer Ted 
Jones for Bellingham Shipyards in 
Washington. Even the world’s record 
holder for speed on the water, Donald 
Campbell’s jet propelled Bluebird II, 
which set a new mark of 239.07 m.p.h. 
at Coniston, England, last November 
7th to top his 1956 mark of 225.63, is 
constructed in a variation of the three- 
point design. On one leg of his runs he 
was clocked at a speed of 260. 

Right now, around 65 m.p.h. ap- 
pears to be the top speed for 1958 
stock runabouts which you will be able 
to walk in and purchase. The 24-foot 
Ancarrow Aquilifer powered with twin 
Cadillac Crusaders guarantees 60, and 
users report 65 is possible. New and 
smaller models (and less expensive 
than the $19,500 Aquilifer) have been 
promised by Ancarrow for ’58, which 
should provide speeds only slightly 
less. (Editor’s Note: See this month’s 
P-B test of the Praetorian Speedster.) 

Close behind are Century Boat 
Company’s 21-foot Coronado and i8- 
foot Arabian. Powered with 300 hp 
Cadillac Crusaders, owners have re- 
ported speeds up to 55 m.p.h. Dan 
Arena, famous racing driver, turns out 
the Barracuda, a stock fiberglass 19- 
footer that churns out 50 m.p.h. with 
its 215 hp Dearborn Interceptor. 

Other stock inboard speedsters in- 
clude the Olsen Montgomery Emanci- 
pators, Chris-Craft’s rapid Continental 
and Capri, new ski-tow boats by Cor- 
rect Craft, and high speed runabouts 
from Higgins and Owens. In addition 
to the power plants mentioned, new 
and more potent marine mills with

ERE are some quick tips to in- 
crease the speed of your outboard 
without any mechanical work on 
your motor or change in hull design.

ACHT racing’s most important moment in the year 
y just past did not take place on an expanse of sail- 

dotted water, but rather in the brick and mortar New 
York Yacht Club at 37 West 44th Street, Manhattan, last 
May 16. During the lunch hour that day the NYYC gov- 
ernors accepted the challenge of England’s Royal Yacht 
Squadron, and a revival of yachting’s greatest event—the 
America’s Cup competition—was assured for 1958. 

The season ahead will be a most notable one for the 
sport because of the tremendous impact of this 107-year- 
old rivalry that has not had a revival since 1937. 

The cup races between Sceptre, England’s challenger in 
_ the international 12-meter class, and a U. S. defender still 
to be selected, will be held off Newport, R. I., starting Sep- 
tember 20th, and the winner will be the first boat to win 
four races. 

There are now three new boats building in the United 
States which with a fourth, the 20-year-old Vim, will con- 
test for the honor of defending the old mug, the America’s 
Cup. The forming of the new-boat syndicates in the 12- 
meter class, the one agreed upon by defender and chal- 
lenger, was news in 1957 although actual competition 
among the Twelves cast only a faint shadow on the yacht- 
ing year. Vim was in the shipyard most of the season and 
the only others in commission, Nyala and Gleam, appeared 
briefly in Eastern races, notably during the New York Y.C. 
cruise in August, and won an occasional prize.

N 1957 a 24’ sports runabout was a belle of the New 
| York Boat Show. She bore the name Aquilifer. Despite 
a rugged frame under her sleek outer skin and luxurious 
foam rubber seats for eight passengers, the quiet purr of her 
twin engines could turn into a deep throated roar as she 
skimmed across the waterways at better than 60 m.p.h. The 
idea of a luxury runabout unconditionally guaranteed by 
its manufacturer to clock a mile a minute stemmed from 
Newton Ancarrow’s frustration. 

Three and a half years ago Newton Ancarrow, now Presi- 
dent of Ancarrow Marine, Inc., Richmond, Va., owned a 
Ventnor runabout powered by a Cadillac Scorpion. Newt, 
a chemist and physicist by profession, was strictly a part 
time hobby boatman and a water hot-rodder at heart. The 
faster a rig could go, the happier he was. The Ventnor was 
by no means a dog—in fact it was the fastest pleasure boat 
on the Rappahannock. It could clock close to 45 m.p.h. 
but Newt wanted something far faster. He got in touch 
with several manufacturers of sports runabouts. They

seemed quite willing to talk speeds well above a 50 m.p.h. 
pace. Newt in turn was willing to lay his money on the 
line for any of these fast rigs, but he wanted a written 
guarantee that the boat when delivered could match its 
manufacturer’s optimistic advertised claims. None of the 
manufacturers would give him such a guarantee. 

“I figured I'd be buying a pig in the poke,” Newt said, 
“so I decided I better have a custom built job made.” 

One of the charter members of the American Power Boat 
Association’s Honor Squadron, an ultra-select group of in- 
dividuals who have achieved speedboating fame, was 
Adolph Appel. Appel had refined the early three-point sus- 
pension hulls that were forerunners of today’s dazzling 
speedsters of the inboard powered regatta circuits. Adolph’s 
son Arno inherited the family design talent and enthusiasm 
for speed, so he carried on the family tradition of building 
high speed boats. Reportedly, Sir Malcolm Campbell's

piston driven Bluebird was a scaled up version of one of 
Adolph’s and Arno’s designs. 

Newt Ancarrow, discouraged by his inability to find a 
stock boat that was guaranteed to meet his speed require- 
ments, contacted Arno Appel who accepted Newt’s chal- 
lenge. Appel agreed to build a 24-footer with enough power 
to make it a 60 m.p.h. bomb with Rolls-Royce comfort. 
Only the highest quality components went into the boat, 
designed and built on a cost-plus basis. She was powered 
with twin Cal Connel Cadillac Crusaders developing 300 
horsepower apiece. The boat more than lived up to Newt’s 
expectations and Arno’s guarantees during her first tests in 
early 1956. She hadn’t been cheap to build but she had 
speed to spare at no sacrifice of quality finish and durabil- 
ity. The Appel-built boat clocked better than 65 m.p.h. 
and after a few rides in her, Newt suddenly decided that 
he was going into the boat building business. He was sure

T WAS A clear and shining San Francisco day, and the 
boat roaring toward the harbor threw out flat sheets of 
spray as it knifed the quiet water. The craft banked 

gently, turning to the channel, then tightened her turn to 
cut inside the buoys and take a “shortcut” to the dock. 

Almost at once, disaster struck. The impact of an under- 

water ledge stove in her planks, opening her bottom its full 
length. Crazily, the boat rolled on her side and quickly 
filled. While her passengers scrambled for their life vests, a 
crowd formed on the shore. Some one telephoned for help 
and inside of ten minutes, a Coast Guard helicopter had ar- 
rived. It was, in the words of the helicopter pilot, an ex- 
cellent set of conditions for rescue. Wind, sea, closeness of 
the accident to shore, and immediate availability of the air- 
craft were all ideal. And yet a normal, straightforward, life- 
saving procedure was turned into a tragedy, because neither 
the victims nor the crowd had the insight and knowledge 
necessary to cooperate with the helicopter pilot and his 
crew. 
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If you run into boating trouble this year — 


chances are a helicopter may hover above to help. 


But a successful rescue requires cooperation: 


Here is what you will need to know

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Here is how the pilot described the situation. Flying a 
Sikorsky land-based helicopter, not equipped with floats, 
the pilot hovered ever the survivors, all of whom he had 
safely located afloat. The crewman made successful hoists, 
bringing two survivors into the cabin, and leaving the 
others in the water to await a second trip. This was a pre- 
caution against overloading the helicopter and endangering 
everyone concerned. It was a reasonable and proper proce- 
dure because of the nearness of the beach, where the pilot 
intended landing the first two he had rescued. He would 
then return at once to the survivors in the water, and the 
pair he had just discharged on the beach could receive im- 
mediate medical attention. 

He hadn’t counted on the unintelligent power of the 
crowd. The throng of curiosity seekers swarmed over the 
available landing area, and although the pilot demonstrated 
his intentions by going through the motions of landing at 
several different points, they blindly refused to give him 
room. A helicopter is a big machine; its main rotors turn 
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through more than 2000 square feet of area, and its tail 
rotor cuts a vertical swath. Unable to unload his survivors 
locally, the pilot was obliged to fly them all the way back 
to his base. This took ten more minutes each way, and he 
had wasted additional valuable time in trying to clear the 
crowd. As a result, by the time the helicopter could return 
to the rescue, death had taken the remaining victims as 
they attempted to swim for shore. 

Every boatman can learn valuable lessons from this 
drama. If you are in trouble in your boat during the com- 
ing year, there is now a very good chance that you may be 
aided or rescued from the sky by one of these awkward- 
appearing but maneuverable angels of mercy. But knowl- 
edge on your part, both for your own safety and that of 
the helicopter crew, is likely to be essential for a successful 
rescue. With the cooperation and assistance of the U. S. 
Coast Guard, and Commander Epley of the U. S. C. G. 
District 7 Airsea Rescue Base at Dinner Key, Florida, we 
explain here some of the key points you should remember.

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Let’s start by seeing who makes up a helicopter rescue team, 
and what they can and cannot do. 

Ever since the 15th Century when Leonardo da Vinci 
landed on his head in a primitive “helicopter” invention at 
the foot of the Piazza d'Italia, men have been stunned by the 
problem of vertical flight. What Leonardo lacked in pro- 
tection for his head, he made up in sheer brains, for the 
only fundamental difference between his flying machine 
and our helicopter is the source of power. Today’s power 
is at once a strength and a weakness. Generally speaking, 
the helicopters we are considering limit their rescues to a 
radius of about one hundred miles, and since they use 
maximal power in hovering, they consume fuel most rapid- 
ly when they hold stationary flight. Because all aircraft 
must work against gravity, there are definite limits to the 
weight a helicopter can carry. And the weight it can lift 
while hovering is quite a bit less than that which it can 
carry if it gets a running jump take-off. When a helicopter 
arrives, decide without delay who should be rescued first. 

The equipment ordinarily carried by helicopter crews 
varies with the locale in which they’re operating. Designed 
to attach to the cable of a power driven winch are sling, 
basket, and stretcher for hauling the survivors aboard. 
There is often an inflatable raft to float victims until addi- 
tional aid is sent. Emergency rations, medical kits, Gibson 
Girl transmitters, message blocks, blankets, and other pro- 
tective gear may be carried, and all rescue equipment car- 
ries instructions in English and Spanish (or other suitable 
language) and picture-directions for its use. 

The helicopter itself is manned by a pilot and co-pilot, 
and carries a minimal crew of one enlisted man in the cabin, 
unless there is good reason to believe that extra crew are 
needed to assist the survivors. The crewman can communi- 
cate directly with survivors by means of an electric mega- 
phone and message blocks. 

Probably the first thing a helicopter will do, if he’s just 
out cruising and you seem to him to be in trouble, is come 
down and circle for a closer look. If everything’s all right, 
and you don’t need any help, raise your right arm and wave. 
The Civil Aeronautics Regulations have established this as 
the signal meaning, “Everything’s O.K.” The helicopter will 
then go on its way, and you can return to your fishing. 
You may want assistance, however, so learn the useful sig- 
nals presented with this story. When the pilot reads your 
signals, he may have a message, some questions, or advice. 
If he throws a block of painted wood, often with a colored 
streamer of ribbon on it, it’s a Message Block. If at all 
possible, pick it up. There’s a note inside, beneath the 
cork stopper. It might say something important, even if 
you don’t want help. For example, it can be a hurricane 
warning, or a request that you lend assistance to somebody 
just out of your range of sight. The ribbon on these blocks 
generally carries the lettering MESSAGE INSIDE, but in 
at least one famous case a survivor picked up the block 
and looked it over carefully outside; then, without pulling 
the cork, he put it in his pocket and sat down to wait. 

If you are drifting, anchored, or aground, yet too ill to 
stay on deck, study the Civil Aeronautics Administration 
signals you can make in the sand, or lay out with oars, spars, 
or sails, on your cabin top. Any passing aircraft will rec- 
ognize them and report you to the nearest rescue source. 

The best daylight signalling device ever invented is the 
mirror. An outstanding example of rescue by mirror flash

front of an open microphone he can kick up quite a 
wake. 

Al Cummings, bearded skipper of Radio KING’s early 
morning record show in Seattle, Washington, was chatting 
with his listeners one morning a couple of years ago: 

“I want to get an old boat or a hull and make a real 
cruiser out of it. I have yacht tastes and a rowboat pocket- 
book, but I’m young, I’m strong, and with a little help | 
might get what I really want. Anybody out there who can 
tell me how to go about it?” 

The phone started ringing in Cummings’ broadcast booth. 
Some callers were agreeable to volunteering their experi- 
ence and skill to help the self-styled “sea tramp.” But even 
more phoned to say they shared his need for help and would 
like to take advantage of his list of helpers. 

The KING record spinner soon had to put a halt to the 
phone calls—in a positive way. He told all those interested 
in forming a “society of sea tramps” to send him a postal 
card. If enough of them wanted to assemble for a pooliag 
of ideas, resources and skills, he’d announce an organiza- 
tional meeting. 

In about 90 days, Cummings broadcast that he had 150 
names and addresses of admitted fellow sea tramps. He 
proclaimed that the Ancient Order of the Sea Tramps

would hold their constitutional convention the next week. 

On meeting night the hall was jammed. Far more than 
the postal card prospects were present. It soon became 
evident that persons from all branches of the boating busi- 
ness were in attendance. There were charter operators, 
dealers in old hulls, hardware suppliers, marina operators, 
and assorted vendors of fittings, paint, and fiberglass. One 
labor agent came to assure the Sea Tramps that they could 
call the union hiring hall and secure a shipwright’s services 
on an hourly basis. 

Fears that industry people wouldn't be enthusiastic about 
the Sea Tramps’ approach to bargain boating soon proved 
to be unfounded. 

“They all said our idea was good for marine business,” 
Cummings recalls. “No one, especially a boat dealer, likes 
to watch a hull rotting and sinking at its moorings. It’s not 
a good thing for anyone to see, particularly a person think- 
ing about joining the boating sport.” 

At their first organizing session, the Sea Tramps agreed 
to meet once a month to check on progress and swap ideas 
and material. They also set up a mimeographed bulletin 
listing the latest leads on old hulls and engines, and telling 
where desired items could be found. A shipwright was 
selected as their first president. Designing of a member- 
ship card and burgee got under way. 
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Cummings holds card No. One, which reads: 

“ANCIENT ORDER OF THE SEA TRAMPS. 
“Now Hear This! Alan Cummings, having been found 
to be a noble person of little or no means but great sea- 
faring ambitions, willing to volunteer his valuable time and 
aching back to his fellow indigents and wishing to beg, 
borrow, beachcomb (and in dire emergencies) even buy 
the necessaries so that he may tread the deck of his own 
proud craft, is hereby declared to be a fully privileged 
Tramp of the Sea.” 

Appropriately, the by-laws call for no initiation fee but 
dues of $1 a year. An assessment of 25 cents is made at 
each meeting to cover “the cost of the hall.” And the 
Tramps have assembled in a variety of places in their short 
organized life. When they couldn’t get a popular news- 
paper auditorium because of prior bookings they accepted 
what seemed at first to be an ideal substitute, a backroom 
in a Chinatown cabaret. After a few meetings the organ- 
ization threatened to go aground on a bar, according to 
those who remained steadfast to the cause of economy 
boating. 

From Chinatown they took a new tack and have since 
met in cathedral-like Eagleson Hall, a YMCA near the 
University of Washington campus. The Tramps would 
really like to have a meeting place by the water. Some

dream of a marina of their own where the moorage fees 
they’d pay would help support a workshop and assembly 
room. 

Surplus funds right now are used for much simpler proj- 
ects. When the chairman of the clam digging committee, 
assigned to provide the main dish for this year’s cruise- 
picnic, became suddenly ill and couldn’t rally his crew at 
the 5 a.m. low tide, the treasurer dug up the cost of wieners 
and buns for the party. 

At that outing more came by charter boat than aboard 
their own craft. Arrangements were made through the club 
for individual passengers to make the trip across Puget 
Sound at $1 per person. These charter passengers included 
owners of boats not quite ready, or in the early stages of 
reconstruction. One boat owner boarded a charter craft 
when his recently launched pride developed last-minute 
ignition trouble. 

But so it has been since the earliest days of Seattle sea- 
tramping. At first owners of craft in various stages of con- 
struction were rare among charter Sea Tramps. But mem- 
bers were soon calling on one of their officially designated 
committees for fundamental aid. This group, known as 
“the ice pick crew,” had the chore of locating and checking 
out hulls. 

On several occasions industry experts joined this spe- 
cialized committee in delivering a “health report” which 
ruled restoration on a hull was feasible. No one can now 
say how many hulls the ice pick-wielding searchers for dry 
rot actually surveyed, but they found an amazing number

to decide if the boat will justify calling in a professional’ 
surveyor for a full scale examination. Tregoning, while 
scouting for a friend, found a-used boat for himself as well. 


which are on the way to becoming full-fledged cruising 
craft again. 

The original ice pick committee had the primary chore 
of locating old boats up for sale. On occasion they would 
work in pairs, or all five committeemen would go about 
their task as a team. But each was a subcommittee of one, 
and frequently checked out rumors or reports, then brought 
information before the committee, and then the club. 

Ice pick committeemen have developed a check-system 
of examining for dry rot. After probing such expected 
places as joints between cabin and hull, along the planking, 
and in the ribs, they poke and prod for hidden pockets of 
rot, and dig out caulking to check for decay. 

Although it makes a thorough check of all structural and 
mechanical conditions, the committee does not offer this 
inspection as final. Members are urged to have their own 
professional survey made before closing a deal for a boat. 
The ice pick committee’s primary responsibility has always 
been to locate and separate the reparable craft from the 
hopeless heaps of junk along the waterfront. Members of 
the committee are the water-frontiersmen who make it 
possible for a boat seeker to save the time of looking over 
every hulk in port. 

Each member thus gets the opportunity to study reports 
of the committee, and bulletins have at times been mailed 
to all concerned. Sea Tramps always seem to wind up a 
meeting with a general discussion of available craft, or 
form into clusters at adjournment to talk boats, and some- 
times leads not always known to the ice pick committee. 
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Ray Wall supervises in best seagoing fashion while his 
wife tightens nuts on a hull patch for their find—a 


24-foot cabin cruiser. Fiberglass was applied over 
the outside of the hull to make it seaworthy once more. 


One Sea Tramp heard a rumor about a steel hull. The 
price, according to the tip, was ridiculously low. It sounded 
like a good deal; he asked for expert assistance. The com- 
mitteeman who followed up the tip was Alvin Tregoning, 
member of a pioneer Seattle shipbuilding family. He found 
the hull to be in good shape, but the price was higher than 
the first report had indicated. The member who asked to 
have it checked out didn’t want to haul anchor for the 
higher tab, so Tregoning bought it. 

“I’ve got more boat than I’d hoped for,” Tregoning said 
as he put the final touches on work which had to be done 
out of water. “I'll finish the job over at the Yacht Club 
moorage and stop these covered-storage charges. You 
know something, she’s only 28 feet long, but you’d be sur- 
prised how much bigger she’s looked, even to experts.” 

Tregoning and Gene Bayless, Bob Reuss, Jerry Hood 
and other steadfast Sea Tramps who are from the boat 
building and operating industry, have spearheaded the one 
feature that keeps several score members coming out for 
month-to-month meetings. They conduct clinics in techni- 
cal problems. 

At a recent meeting, Bayless showed how to take down a 
reverse gear, explained all its parts, gave a step-by-step 
check as he reassembled it. After his demonstration was 
completed, he announced that an early future meeting 
would feature a similar but more feminine subject: how to 
make cabin curtains. 

The Coast Guard Auxiliary has conducted programs on 
safety and basic navigation requirements for the Tramps. 
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Suppliers have provided instructive motion pictures, and 
there have been films on cruises to places near and far. But 
lectures and round-table discussions with greatest appeal 
are on such subjects as marlinspike seamanship, how to 


cast off and dock, how to allow for tide when moored or . 


anchored. 

When a Sea Tramp meeting is called to order, it becomes 
quickly apparent that Robert’s Rules of Order are not as 
important as learning the fundamentals of boating. The 
club may read and approve minutes and dispose of routine 
matters in a perfunctory way, but when the chairman calls 
for an ice pick committee report or gets to that part in new 
business when open discussion on boats and boaters’ prob- 
lems is reached, the sessions come alive. It’s obvious that 
most “Tramps” endure the formalities, but do not come 
just to belong to a club. An exchange of comments on 
brands of paint always possesses more sparkle than an elec- 
tion of officers. 

Bill Blanchard, now President of the Sea Tramps, holds 
membership card No. three. When he heard Cummings’ 
radio pitch about such an organization he told himself: 
“That sounds like me—this will be a poor man’s boat 
club.” When “I stuck my big oar in,” as Blanchard puts it, 
he was named president pro-tem at the organization ses- 
sion. Blanchard stepped aside when Bob Reuss was for- 
mally elected to lead the club, and later was picked to re- 
place Reuss, who was called to active Navy duty. 

Blanchard is now officially known as Skipper of the

California, real estate agent’s office to inquire about 

property in the beach town located some 60 miles 
south of Los Angeles he found Newporters had a strange 
way of doing business. The first question the agent asked 
was: 

“What kind of boat do you own?” 

A clouded look of disbelief crossed the agent’s face when 
Wally told him he didn’t own a boat. 

“Then I can’t sell you a home,” the agent said with 
finality. “One just doesn’t live in Newport without a boat.” 

Although this story is true, it is contrary to fact. Own- 
ership of a boat is not essential to life in Newport Beach: 
it just seems that way. Adams, in fact, bought a home in 
Newport and managed to live there nearly six months 
before he, like every one before him, succumbed to boating. 

“It is difficult to keep boating out of your blood,” Mayor 
Dora C. Hill said recently, “Newport lives and breathes 
boating, water skiing, swimming and fishing.” 

Everything about Newport points toward the five miles 
of land-locked water that surrounds its seven islands, pro- 
tected from ocean damage by the long fingered peninsula 
on its outer rim. The area is blessed with 365 days of

sunshine each year. Average temperatures range between 
a maximum of 67 and a minimum of 53. Water tempera- 
ture is a warm 60 degrees year ‘round. Rainfall is a 
pleasant 12 inches. Every day’s weather is boating weather. 

Virtually every one of Newport’s 5,431 boats, assessed 
at over six-and-one-half-million dollars valuation, make 
year round use of the water. There is some kind of 
regatta—formal or informal—every week in the year. The 
Thanksgiving Day Regatta, in November, and the Christ- 
mas Day Yacht Races at the end of the year are famous 
events drawing entrants from the length of the West Coast. 
The Easter Regatta, highlight of the spring season, has 
recorded contestants as far away as Chicago. 

In between, such famed events as the Ensenada Race, 
Channel Islands Race, Birdrock Race, 14 Mile Race and 
the Tidelands Race keep the harbor’s boating fever at a 
high pitch. 

“There are sO many races going on at Newport,” 
Chamber of Commerce Secretary Don Olmstead said, “we 
can’t keep track of all of them. When an out-of-town boat 
owner calls to ask when the next race is scheduled we tell 
him to come right down. There’s always some kind of 
competition.” 
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Along the approach, at right, to Lido Island, commercial 
fishing craft are tied in slips alongside pleasure boats. 
But yachting is growing, and work boats are on the decline.

Such an emphatic concern with water has made Newport 
a rare place, a full-blooded boating town where the vast 
majority of its citizens own boats, where the primary sub- 
ject of evening conversation is boating, and where the main 
topic at the super market may be what food to buy for the 
next cruise. 

“If you don’t own a boat,” Ted Mengles, a local sports- 
man, said, “you might as well take up crossword puzzles. 
There is little else to do.” 

Although world famous, few outsiders know that Balboa, 
Lido and Newport are the same place. Officially, the area 
is Newport Beach City: Balboa, and Lido are islands 
within the city. 

“Everything from the Santa Ana River, on the north, to 
the end of Corona Del Mar, on the south, is Newport 
Beach,” a city official pointed out. “The harbor, called 
Newport Harbor, encompasses the seven individually 
named islands.” 

The area includes some 15 miles of water and some 
five miles of navigable channels. Although speed in the 
channels is limited to five mph, there are special areas for 
racing and water skiing within the communities of West 
Newport, Newport, Balboa, the islands of Balboa, New- 
port, Bay, Harbor and Collins (or Cagney). The listing 
has often been confusing although the names are all areas 
within Newport Beach City. 

Balboa Island is most famous. Divided at one end by a 
channel running through the land, it is the primary area 
for middle-class homes. Mainly residential, it has its own 
business district and is connected to the mainland by a 
bridge and to the peninsula by ferry. 

Collins, or Cagney, Island, a tiny speck at the north end 
of Balboa Island, supports but one residence. Once owned

he twilight blue deepened into black, our world shrank 

until the binnacle light, the port and starboard running 
lights, and the masthead light became its boundaries. The 
wind slackened, the waves subsided into a long ground 
swell and our 30-foot Tahiti ketch, Little Bit, no longer 
heeled over with her lee rail under. A porpoise school 
swam near us, and although we could not see them in the 
darkness we could hear them puffing and gasping like a 
group of fat men climbing a flight of stairs. We were all 
too keyed up at the start of this cruise from San Francisco 
to think of cooking, so our first meal underway was a weird 
concoction eaten from tin cans and jars. 

When it was time for Fred and me to relieve Marty and 
Herman of the watch they were reluctant to go below to 
their bunks. They hung about the deck, adjusting the main 
sheet and trimming the jib and mizzen in an effort to in- 
crease our speed in the failing wind. We passed Point 
Montara Light flashing its five-second warning, and the 
wind died completely. While Marty and Herman doused 
the sails I went below, started the engine, and Little Bit 
rocked along at a good five knots, her exhaust chuckling 
and burbling in the swell. : 

Now that we were underway at last our excitement 
cooled somewhat and we settled down to the routine of the 
voyage. Herman and Marty went below; they would relieve 
Fred and me at midnight. Four hours on, four hours off; 
for we wanted two men on the deck at all times. Sailing, 
one of the most enjoyable sports, is not without an element 
of danger, which is one of its attractions. But the sea is 
kind to those who respect her; it is the unwary and the care- 
less who feel her fury. 

When our watch was half finished, I took the flashlight 
and went below to brew a pot of coffee. The little engine

under the bridge deck throbbed industriously and the faint 
odor of its labor permeated the cabin. I stooped and in- 
spected the instrument panel; water temperature 190, a bit 
high, but nothing to worry about; oi! pressure 26 pounds; 
amperes 20; all in order and running sweetly. I put the 
coffee pot on the galley stove and turned again to the en- 
gine, going over it carefully. Where the exhaust pipe left 
the manifold it glowed a dull cherry red in the darkness, 
and smelled hot. It would be a good idea to check the 
engine temperature at frequent intervals. 

We had lost some time in the failing wind; we wanted to 
make the 360 miles down to Los Angeles in 72 hours, 
which meant we would have to average five knots. I opened 
the throttle a little and the engine beat out a faster tempo. 

I sat on the edge of Herman’s bunk and waited for the 
coffee to boil and discovered that I was very tired. I would 
be glad when the watch was over and I could hit the sack. 
When the coffee began to boil I got up to turn off the 
burner and a sudden dizziness swept over me, so violent I 
had to grab the bulkhead to keep from falling. The cool 
fresh air of the deck was welcome. 

While we were drinking the coffee, Point Montara Light 
dropped into the sea astern of us and Pigeon Point Light 
climbed out of the water on our port bow. We would pass 
Pigeon Point about midnight, at which time we would call 
Herman and Marty to relieve us. The Pacific coast line 
curves in sharply below Pigeon Point and Marty, our navi- 
gator, would change course to follow it. 

“Better check the engine temperature,” Fred reminded 
me. 
I took the flashlight and started for the ladder, but some- 
thing held me back. I flashed the light down into the cabin. 
The beam swept over the sleeping men and came to rest on

Build the Picea 


For home builders, the designer of the popular Pelican Class has improved 


By JOHN ROBERTS 


hull and added a jib to the sail rig to make an even more versatile sailer 


ICCOLO is an advanced design of 
Pp sailing pram, incorporating such 

new features as flat sheet fiber- 
glass construction, cantilevered plastic 
spars, complete flotation, sloop, rig, 
and non-maintenance materials. This 
“small wind instrument” is light and 
stable, a sensitive sailboat whose un- 
sinkable qualities suit her perfectly as 
a boat for learning and advanced 
training. She may be readily built by 
anyone without need of elaborate 
tooling, fitting, beveling and finish 
work, and while you might wish to 
paint her for appearance, you needn’t 
do so for protection. Your first cost 
of Piccolo will be your only cost; if 
she’s built according to instructions, 
shell remain new for many years. 
Maring plywood may also be used. 

Piccolo is built from two Y%-inch- 
thick sheets of 4 x 10-foot fiberglass, 
obtainable from Russell Reinforced 
Plastics Company, at Lindenhurst, 
Long Island, and Boca Raton, Florida. 
Her pieces are fastened together with 
fiberglass tape and epoxy resin. We 
cover each seam inside and out with a 
first layer of six-inch tape and a sec- 
ond layer or four inch tape, and they 
must be set in epoxy resin. Other 
varieties of resin will not-do. We used 
Titen-Tite epoxy, obtainable from 
Glass Plastics Corporation, Linden, 
New Jersey. Total cost will be ap- 
proximately $150 (less sails) in fiber- 
glass; $100 in plywood. 

The first step is “lofting the lines” 
—which means drawing them full size. 
(Measurements are given in feet, 
inches, and eighths of an inch.) You 
may do this right on the fiberglass 
sheet. Draw just one side of the hull 
and one half of the bottom. When 
you have cut these pieces, and 
smoothed them up, they will be your 
templates for the opposite side and 
bottom half. In fairing the lines, you 
may use a strip of the mahogany 
which will make up part of the gun- 
wale. Bridge the points of mieasure- 
ments so that you result in a smooth,

continuous curve for every part of the 
hull. 

Remember that in lofting you are 
enlarging the original drawing about 
twelve times—that means that a wob- 
ble of the pen on the original plans 
may show a full-inch wobble in the full 
size boat; it is up to you to fair these 
out. When you bend your batten over 
the measurement points, sight along it 
from one end to make certain no re- 
verse curves are present. Lay out the 
plans so as not to waste material. You 
must get the daggerboard trunk parts 
out of these sheets and, if you wish, 
you can also make the gunwales from 
1%-inch full length strips. 

Cut the material with either a saber- 
saw or a bandsaw, and use mefalcut- 
ting blades. The sabersaw will require 
about one dozen blades, for its stroke 
is very short—it only uses about one 


quarter inch of the entire blade, and 
rapidly wears down these teeth. The 
cut parts can be quickly smoothed up 
with either a vixen file, such as is used 
on automobile body repair work, or, if 
you have power tools, a belt sander. 
All sanding should be done with open 
coat aluminum oxide paper, the 
coarsest you can find. Carrying han- 
dies can be cut in the bow and tran- 
som by connecting 1% inch holes 
made by a circle cutter, and sawing 
out the between material. 

Assembling of the boat is identical 
with that of Porpoise (see POPULAR 
BOATING, January, 1958). Clamps are 
made of aluminum strap, about four 
inches long, half an inch wide, and 
one-eighth inch thick. Drill one hole 
half-an-inch in from either end of each 
clamp to give full clearance for the 
shaft of an eight-thirty-two brass ma- 
chine screw. You'll want a gross of 
these machine screws, flat head, and 
about one half inch long. You'll also

Hoboaters, his vice president is the Executive Officer, the 
secretary-treasurer has become First Lieutenant, and the 
chairman of the ice pick crew is Inspector of Yards and 
Docks. 

At the time Blanchard signed on with the Sea Tramps, 
he’d just sold a 14-foot runabout and was working on an 
18-footer. He has since sold that boat and helped a fellow 
make-do-mariner complete a 20-footer. Now, after a win- 
ter of “trading ideas and treading water,” Blanchard is 
about to start on a larger craft. 

Out at the north city limits of Seattle two recently signed 
members of the can-do-boaters’ clan, Ray and Betty Wall, 
came into the club “within a month of weekends” from 
putting their 24-footer in the water. 

They bought a badly weathered 1949 model plywood 
cruiser from a man who had it cradled in a barnlike build- 
ing at his place of business. The deal involved use of the 
structure as a shop until the craft was restored. 

Large sections of the plywood shell have now been 
patched and a coat of fiberglass applied. Ray, Betty and 
friends were down to sanding away the old paint on the 
cabin. The engine was to be worked over while new cabin 
fixtures were fashioned. The estimated bill for materials 
to bring the boat back to full use: $300. Man hours of labor? 
Too many to tally, but every one of them filled with fun. 

The Sea Tramp practice of sharing labor has taken on 
some of the social aspects of husking bees and barn raisings 
of pioneer days. It was Founder Cummings who set an 
early trend by stocking the refreshments which lured a 
crew of calkers and painters to help his private project 
along. 

Bill Wilkinson had a similar affair when he got his first 
craft up to the point where he had to muster all hands and 
the ship’s cook to reach the launching stage. This craft 
was built up from a hull he’d heard about at a Sea Tramp 
meeting: “It could be had real cheap.” In fact, when he 
went to the man who owned it, Bill got it for hauling it away. 

At a later meeting Bill sat with Tom Perrigo and learned 
that Tom was looking for a buyer to take an LCVP he’d 
fitted out with a cabin and had lived in through the winter 
of 1955. He'd sold it and then later bought it back. He and 
Bill were close to striking a deal on the civilized landing 
craft as they walked out of the meeting. 

C. E. Hoskins was an old hand at do-it-yourself boat 
building before he became a card-carrying Sea Tramp. 
Backyard project at present is boat number seven for him. 
What he likes best about this 21-footer: “I bought the 
plans at a Sea Tramps meeting for two bits.” 

There’s a trend which Sea Tramp Cummings hadn't ex- 
pected in his group. Members are going for speed as well 
as size as they graduate from one craft to the next. 

The disturbing trend showed itself at a recent meeting. 
“If you want to get a little more speed,” the tempter de- 
clared, “put a planing board about six feet forward of the 
transom.” Some jumped at the suggestion, and left the 
hall with a look in their eyes which indicated they’d give it 
a try. 

One not to be counted among the speed seekers, however, 
is Jim Peck. He admits he voices views and has been guilty 
of some deeds which cause him occasional self-conscious 
spells among the pure do-it-yourself element in the Tramps. 

Peck, who came to Seattle from Ohio ten years ago “to 
get near the water,” explains his actions this way: 

“I searched and scouted for at least three years, a full 
year before the Sea Tramps were organized. I swear I 
knew every hull in town. I finally decided I’m not the 
mechanical type. As an advertising artist, I’m not afraid 
of a paint brush, but when I get to the wrenches and the 
adz and plane routine, I’m not with it.”

After three years of searching, the fever had Peck about 
to let go at the seams.

Yet he still 
couldn’t settle for a runabout or an outboard. With him— 
like virtually all Sea Tramps— it’s a case of having to own 
a bigger boat. 

Then Peck saw and succumbed to the allure of a 30- 
footer. He bought her. She’s a sound seven-knotter, a 
little closer to middle-age than most glamour girls, but Peck 
can’t mention her without the glaze of bliss coming over 
his eyes. 

Meanwhile, among the other Sea Tramps—the aircraft 
workers, the insurance men, junior executives, a deep sea 
diver and even a sculptor—the search for old hulls, surplus 
engines, the tips on good buys in paint, hardware and fit- 
tings goes on. Jim Peck will continue to be available for 
painting bees, at least on weekends when small craft warn- 
ings are hoisted. 

He and others will turn-to for Founder Cummings, who 
has a lot of work yet to be done on the 26-foot Alaskan 
hull that sits in a cradle beside his home. 

Speaking the mind of a true Sea Tramp, he remarked 
with a sigh: ’ 

“She’s a fine boat—real stout and rugged. She'll have a 
lot more class than she ever had when I get through with 
her. She'll make a swell boat for somebody.” 

When asked if such a comment wasn’t beyond the code 
of a Sea Tramp, especially the originator of Puget Sound 
sea tramping, he said: 

“You don’t understand. I got a chance to cruise around 
on a 40-footer last summer. Twenty-six feet doesn’t add 
up to enough boat for a man with an increasing family. 
Wife. and kids can only stand so much cramping, you 
know... 

“Say, if you hear of a good, sound 40-footer, something 
a fellow with enough boat know-how can put-back in the 
water, will you let me know?” —Bos H. HANSEN

there must be other boating enthusiasts who wanted a high 
speed quality product. 

The Aquilifer was patterned after the Appel boat, and 
during 1957 Ancarrow Marine built and sold eight of these 
at a price tag of $19,450. Each boat was guaranteed to 
clock a minimum of 60 m.p.h. If it failed to reach this 
speed, the owner was free to return it and get his money 
back. None were returned. 

Who bought the eight Aquilifers Newt won’t say. These 
owners are a fairly exclusive group who prefer not to have 
their names linked with $20,000 sports boats for fear this 
would earn them a spot on luxury lists. The Aquilifer, re- 
styled and lengthened to 25’ will be marketed again this 
year. It will be more cushy but just as fast as ever. One 
model will even include a hydraulically operated canopy, 
plus air conditioning. 

The Aquilifers, however, were priced well beyond the 
budget of most speed-loving sports boaters. That’s when 
Newt came up with the thought that he’d adapt the Aqui- 
lifer design to a 19-footer, hold the price tag down but 
keep the speed and quality up. The Praetorian Sports 
Speedster came off the drawing board of Norman Lauter- 
bach, chief designer and builder of numerous race boats, 
including a 3900 horsepowered aluminum skinned Unlim- 
ited Class hydroplane designed and built for Henry Kaiser. 

The prototype of Ancarrow’s 19-footer was tested in 
scaled-down version at Stevens Institute of Technology. 
A 30” scale model proved to be safe theoretically up to 
90 m.p.h. Then a full scale prototype was built and has 
undergone extensive underway tests. This was an open 
boat with movable weights bringing the overall weight to 
that of the projected finished boat; but permitting a study 
of weight placement for proper balance and handling char- 
acteristics. Once the test craft had been proved, three fully 
equipped experimental versions were made: one, the Glad- 
iator, a 20’ long utility; a 19’3” sports runabout, The Patri- 
cian; and the Praetorian, a three-seater speedster of the 
same length. For our tests I selected the speedster, which 
is guaranteed for 55 m.p.h. and carries a $7,978 price tag, 
completely equipped and ready to take off. 

I conducted my tests of the Praetorian on the James 
River near Richmond on a stretch of water beside Hatcher 
Island known as the Aiken Swamp-Dutch Gap Cut-off. 
There was no traffic on the river since my test was run in 
late November on a bleak cold day with a slight drizzle 
that was later to turn into a steady driving rain. The river 
was full of driftwood and debris, but neither the weather 
nor the clobbered water surface dampened designer Nor- 
man Lauterbach’s enthusiasm. I stood on shore first while 
Norman made a few practice swings up and down the 
course. When he booted her full bore with a 122” by 20” 
three-bladed wheel winding at 5000 r.p.m., chunks of 
driftwood and branches flew 10 feet in the air. 

My first test interest was to give the boat a safety rating. 
This was a bit difficult to do with a boat that is going to be 
guaranteed for 55 m.p.h. because any boat romping at that 
pace over the water can get its drivers and passengers into 
trouble. Let’s state at the outset that the Praetorian can 
more than meet her speed guarantee. That she is coltishly 
fast doesn’t make her inherently unsafe, any more than a 
passenger car that can top 90 m.p.h. need be considered 
inherently unsafe. The use of good or bad judgment on 
the part of future helmsmen wasn’t figured into our rating. 
If you take a 100 m.p.h. automobile and boom wide open 
down the main street of town, you might as well be riding 
in a hearse. Or if you should decide to make a full speed 
right angle turn and cut across a hay field in your car, 
you’ve probably had it, brother. Handling a boat calls for 
the same discretion as driving a car.

The first thing I noted was that there was absolutely 
no tendency for the Praetorian to porpoise at any speed. 
From about 3500 r.p.m., which figured out to about 47 
m.p.h. allowing for 30% prop slippage and later on a 
measured course proved to be 46.5 m.p.h. she rides light 
on the water with her bow flat, fairly low to the surface. 
She has a light floating helm feeling, yet responds to the 
rudder when it is desired. The rudder is approximately 10” 
wide by 15” deep. More rudder area would doubtless give 
her quicker turning, but also would knock down her safety 
rating. 


With speeds that can keep pace with plane taking 
off, the Praetorian earns a luxury runabout rating. 


At 60 m.p.h. I wasn’t about to put the boat over hard 
right or left, despite the fact that Norman thought it might 
be possible. I hold firmly to the theory that there is no 
such thing as a flip-proof speedboat. A dunking in icy 
cold water garbed in a heavy fleece-lined coat isn’t my 
idea of fun, nor is it necessary as a part of the test. I did 
put her in hard over turns at 45 m.p.h. and later at 50 
m.p.h. despite Newt Ancarrow’s warning that at any pace 
over 40 m.p.h. I was strictly on my own. The Praetorian 
must be helmed like a race boat in the corners. This tech- 
nique is comparable to that of cornering a sports car or 
your Own passenger car in a relatively fast power-con- 
trolled slide on gravel. Entering a turn at 40 m.p.h. or bet- 
ter, you back off the throttle, cock the boat in the direction 
you want her to go, then boot down on the throttle again 
and she comes around nicely in a controlled slide. She 
shows no tendency to spin out and switch ends—a failing 
of many present-day high speed stock runabouts. Since 
there is nothing violent about a normal turn, behind the 
wheel you have no sensation whatever of being about to 
be pitched into the drink. In the outside passenger’s seat 
the added flare to the gunwale offered by the tail fins’ lead- 
ing end gives a snug feeling. The addition of a well-placed 
passenger grab bar could add to a sense of security, There 
is a brace on the plexiglass windshield, but it is too far 
forward and badly designed for comfortable grabbing. The 
windshield was one feature that caused me to knock the 
safety rating down from excellent to above average. 

The cockpit coaming and the dash are well-padded with 
heavy sponge rubber under the Naugahyde upholstery. If 
you were suddenly to encounter a rugged wave and be 
thrown forward by the shock of impact, you couldn’t be 
hurt by slamming into the dash or being thrown against 
the cockpit sides. But the top of the wraparound wind- 
shield could do a good black and blue job or even cut if 
you were to be bashed up against it. This unfortunately 
is true of many windshields. I would much prefer to see 
the windshield height increased by about 5” or 6” so that

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you would look through it rather than over it and have a 
fully framed shield with padding on the top edge. 

I didn’t like the balance of the foot throttle, a rocker 
type that required a little too much heel pressure to back 
off on the throttle. Unless your foot was placed just right, 
you had to do a bit of groping, which made for slow reac- 
tion timing. This I understand is to be corrected on the 
production models. I felt that the foot throttle should be 
spring-activated so that a release of foot pressure would 
automatically result in deceleration. 

The steering is very ruggedly constructed. It is a drag- 
link type with a bronze Kainer steering box, well secured 
and routed in a protected manner, free of any obstruc- 
tions down the starboard side of the hull. Naturally, with 
the type of lush finish you'll find in the boat, the linkage 
is completely concealed under the dexolium floorboard 
matting. 

The back-swept transom makes it possible for the pro- 
peller to be located well forward of the trailing edge of the 
boat. The transom on the production models will be 
equipped with a step for easy boarding by water skiers or 
swimmers. Even with the engine idling, a swimmer or 
skier climbing up over the transom would be free of the 
prop, assuming poor judgment on the part of the driver, 
who naturally should kill the engine during boarding. 

The speedster rated an excellent for comfort. The seats 
are semi-bucket type, three abreast, and fit the passengers’ 
bodies snugly, and the heavy foam-rubber-filled cushions 
give a luxury ride. The only seating improvement I would 
suggest would be to have the driver’s seat detached from 
the other two and adjustable so that helming the boat 
would be just as comfortable for a 5-footer as for someone 
6'4”. The boat is exceptionally dry, even in a heavy chop, 
and has no tendency to pound uncomfortably. Its high 
speed planing design causes a jarring sensation at high 
speed, but any shock seems to be taken up by the com- 
fortable seats. (continued on page 104)

The boat received its only poor rating in the adaptability 
category. The low rating was inherent in the design. The 
boat isn’t a fishing boat by any stretch of the imagination. 
In fact, few owners would be very happy to have thei: 
beautifully finished cockpit messed up with bait. And 
any owner would probably shudder at the thought of cut- 
ting bait on the handsome scribed-mahogany topside, or on 
the edge of the molded fiberglass tail fins. 

The production models will be equipped with ski tow 
hardware, and certainly the Praetorian is capable of offer- 
ing any skier the ride of his lifetime. However, water skis 
would have to be slung on the engine hatch and after- 
deck, as there is no handy ski storage. Ski rack deck fit- 
tings might be a good accessory. You couldn’t go camping 
in this boat although conceivably you could stretch out on 
the afterdeck in sleeping bags, but there is scarcely room 
to carry a lunch basket, so camping equipment is out. 

She’s unsuited for long range cruising. Despite a 35- 
gallon tank, if you run her wide open, she burns her fuel 
in one hour and fifteen minutes. However, at a very com- 
fortable cruising speed of slightly under 40 m.p.h. at 3000 
r.p.m. she’s not the gas hog you might think she would be. 
At that speed she'll burn between 10 and 12 gallons an 
hour, offering you about a three hour cruising range. 

She’s primarily intended for protected water, and al- 
though she will boom over two to three-foot waves with- 
out any trouble, she wouldn’t rate as a top choice for open 
bay commuting, and as an off-shore boat she’d show to 
poor advantage. The boat basically has only one real pur- 
pose: high speed with the ultimate in comfort and safety. 

When it comes to durability, the Praetorian again landed 
in the excellent bracket because she’s put together to last. 
From her two-piece keel constructed of 156” by 6” white 
oak, and her 15-ply molded laminated white oak 412” x 3” 
stem on through her framing to her outer skin, she’s built 
solidly. Her bottom stringers are white oak %” by 1%”

type with a considerable time lag in its response. Also, 
shifts couldn’t be-made in over-the-1000-r.p.m. range. On 
the basis of our criticism and that of a number of other 
people who handled the boat, this will be replaced with a 
direct-acting hydraulic, with gear shift lever of almost 
finger-touch lightness mounted on the steering wheel. 

The styling of the Ancarrow we rated as excellent. 
Lauterbach and Ancarrow, with Arnold Appel (grandson 
of Adolph), have deserted the auto in favor of aircraft 
as the inspiration for their topside styling. The Praetorian 
fin lines, for example, are a direct steal from an F-200 jet. 
The engine hatch bubble is somewhat dowdy in appear- 
ance on the prototype, as you can note in the pictures. It 
is reminiscent of the type cowling used on earlier model 
48 c.i. racing hydroplanes. This is to be replaced with a 
molded fiberglass carburetor-clearance bubble, copied 
from an aircraft wind scoop, so that it will be compatible 
in appearance with the jet type fins. The fins are not mere 
adornments. In the production models they will be made 
of molded fiberglass and divided into two compartments. 
The leading end of both fins serve as air scoops to supply 
air to the carburetors, which use 400 cubic feet of air per 
minute each at 4000 r.p.m. At the trailing edge of the tail 
behind the “A” insignia is a stainless grill to provide ven- 
tilation for the engine compartment. The air ducts in both 
fins are separated by watertight bulkheads so intake and 
outlets are separate. Should spray or even a following 
wave break over the stern of the boat, the ducts are so 
designed that water could not flow through into the engine 
compartment until the boat was wholly submerged, in 
which case no one would particularly care. 

The dashboard is especially well styled, and fitted with 
ammeter, dual water temp. gauges, tachometer, water 
speedometer, oil pressure and a key-type ignition switch. 

To check for speed I made my tests with a stopwatch 
clocking through a surveyed 775 yard course, which is .440

higher horsepower are being produced 
by Chris-Craft, Chrysler, Gray, Flag- 
ship, Nordberg, and Universal. 

In the field of modified and custom- 
built craft, the West Coast once again 
is becoming the hot bed of the hot 
rodder. From the dry lake drag strips 
he has moved to wet ones, bringing 
with him the highly reworked machin- 
ery which, when dropped into a boat, 
is rolling up record runs in the 100 
m.p.h. category. Sprint racing has 
come afloat, and we can expect a 
healthy shot-in-the-hull for water 
speed as automotive conversions are 
tested and souped up for water work. 

The new and highly potent outboard 
motors with outputs up to 70 hp can 
guarantee more speed and water-ski- 
pulling ability. For a very quick and 
short-lived thrill (unless you have done 
considerable racing driving) take one 
D-hydro racing hull and clamp on one 
of these 60 or 70 hp jobs. You may 
be topping out over 70 m.p.h. just be- 
fore you flip the rig. 

Even with your present outboard 
hull, if it’s an older one, to be the top- 
speed titleholder of your waterways 
you will need more than a hot new 
mill to clamp on your aging transom. 
Chances are, first time you squeeze on 
full power in a tight turn, you’re going 
to be boating minus transom and out- 
board powerplant. Older craft were 
not stressed for the surge of the new 
high horsepowers. Note the new hulls 
out now: beefy knees clamp the 
transom to keel and structural mem- 
bers. The transom itself has been— 
and yours should be—increased to a 
minimum of 1% inches if your power 
will exceed 40 hp. Height of transom 
cutout is being lifted along with horse- 
power, and most of the top-output 
powerplants this year will offer op- 
tional 20-inch lower units rather than 
15. 

This is wise. Chop throttle abruptly 
to avoid driftwood while traveling at 
speed, and if you miss puncturing your 
hull on the log ahead, you may ship 
a bathtub of water which surges in 
over the low outboard-cutout behind 
as you decelerate. Even while troll- 
ing, a following sea has been known to 
curl up and poop a boat lacking ade- 
quate stern freeboard. If your motor 
cutout is 15”, install a self-bailing mo- 
tor well, as many new boats are doing. 

And if you are buying an old hot- 
shot that used to be the real going- 
bomb in your area, get an expert to 








tell you if fatigue is setting in and if 
the hull should be definitely retired 
rather than repowered. 

But velocity over H.O, like that on 
the ground or in the air, is also de- 
pendent on conditions of the medium 
you are traveling over or through. 
Just as no sports car speed records 
are racked up over winding rutted 
roads, or transcontinental flight totals 
through storms, so high speeds and 
craft capable of them are not practi- 
cal if your boating will usually be on 
a white-capped lake or crowded har- 
bor. Smooth water becomes increas- 
ingly important as speed goes up, and 
if most of your boating is offshore, a 
high performance engine and propel- 
ler coupled with a small hull light 
enough to carry them at speed could 
be a foolish and possibly dangerous 
choice. 

And if you decide to be the local 
Gold Cupper of the bay, be sure you 
select an unrestricted area where open 
throttle operation will not bring you 
near swimmers, beaches, water skiers, 
sailboats, anchorages or reefs. You 
must remember you are legally respon- 
sible for your wake, and if your pres- 
ent hull is a sturdy, semi-displacement 
type, you may throw out a roller re- 
sembling a freighter’s before you get 
up on plane. 

As an exponent of speed, be sure 
you do nothing which will bring re- 
strictive laws on everyone around your 
harbor. Already some town fathers 
who know nothing about boating are 
setting speed limits of two to ten miles 
an hour in channels where such a 
speed may be ridiculous, and where a 
rate of six knots for a cruiser may 
throw considerably less wake and give 
the boat much more steerage maneu- 
verability than a slower plowing speed 
at the three-knot prescribed limit. See 
to it that you have a voice in making 
your local laws make sense before 
they are enacted. 

But if you have the smooth and un- 
restricted water for the ultimate in 
speed, plus unlimited money, you can 
join the Unlimited class, order a new 
design from Ted Jones, power it with 
a Rolls Royce or jet, employ Jack Re- 
gas, Bill Muncey, or Miro Slovak to 
drive it, and just possibly finish the 
year with a new world’s record of your 
own. Safer and more fun, probably, 
will be to speed up your present boat 
with tuning and more power, or buy a 
new one that is faster but still safe for 
you and your family to drive with en- 
joyment.—ELLISON MICHEL.

time, staffed by a youthful crew of 
seven, Carina sped to Svain in 19% 
days, soundly thrashing the first boat 
to finish, Criollo, by 27 hours on cor- 
rected time. 

Carina then went up to England 
and duplicated her 1955 success by 
again winning The Fastnet, Europe’s 
most notable ocean race. This year’s 
event was sailed in some of the foulest 
weather in Fastnet annals and caused 
31 of 43 starters to withdraw. The 
winning boat broke three ribs and had 
her deck lifted, yet she was first to 
finish and overall winner. 

Carina and her owner, Nye, thus 
brought America our most notable 
international successes of the year in 
yachting. 

Criollo, the handsome mahogany- 
hulled yawl, placed second in the 
Transatlantic race, and earlier had 
proved to be the class of the fine fleet 
that competed on the Southern Ocean 


Criollo, Dr. Luis Vidana’s 66’ 
yawl, had fine racing record. 


Racing Circuit in Florida, Bahama 
and Cuban waters. Dr. Vidana’s 66- 
footer won the Governor’s Trophy for 
accumulating the greatest number of 
points in the five S.O.R.C. events. She 
placed high in all and was a winner 
of one, the St. Petersburg—Havana 
test in March, the first Cuban yacht 
in 27 years to take this event. And 
Criollo won big: first to finish, first in 
Class A, first overall. 

Harrier was the top cruising racer 
on the East Coast, Dyna in the Mid- 
west, and Legend on the Pacific shore. 
The latter, a six-year-old 50-foot 
sloop, was the fleet winner in a slow- 
pace Transpacific race, 2,225 miles 
from Los Angeles Harbor to Hono- 
lulu, as this biennial traditional at- 
tracted 34 competitors, second, largest 
in its history. 

Harrier looked to be a super boat 
to many an Eastern skipper as she 
knocked over the Annapolis-New- 
port race in June and then four 
straight, including the venerable Astor 
Cup, on the New York Y.C. cruise. 
Harrier is no super boat, being a stock

Concordia 41-foot sloop with some 
rigging variations, but she may very 
well have a super skipper in naval 
architect Ray Hunt. 

The Annapolis-Newport run, a 
hugely successful race that attracted 
a record 48 yachts, saw Hunt put 
Harrier squarely on the rhumb line, 
and in downwind conditions she saved 
her time on the larger Class A and B 
boats. In fact three class C yachts, 
Harrier, Bonne Amie and Finisterre, 
finished 1-2-3 in the fleet on corrected 
time. 

Dyna, a very new 58-foot yawl of 
unusual welded-aluminum construc- 
tion but conventional design, came 
close to. scoring a notable double- 
victory on the Great Lakes in the 
Port Huron-Mackinac and Chicago- 
Mackinac races. 

Dyna won class A and overall fleet 
honors in the former which had its 
biggest fleet ever, and was first to finish 
among 72 cruising yachts. The next 
weekend she repeated her class A 
victory in the 333-mile Chicago- 
Mackinac event and wound up third 
overall in another record fleet of 79 
starters. 


Old Crow, Jim Roosevelt’s Raven, 
again won Midwestern nationals. 


On the small-boat level, a 34-year- 
old skipper of vast experience in a 
variety of craft on interscholastic, 
intercollegiate and international race 
courses, George O’Day, won_ the 
Mallory Trophy, the North American 
men’s sailing championship that is 
the goal of thousands of one-design 
skippers from coast to coast. 

O’Day who heads a Boston boat 
sales and brokerage firm, defeated 
seven skippers who had survived dis- 
trict eliminations, in a series of eight 
races sailed with Thistle-class sloops. 
Representing the Marblehead, Mass., 
Frostbite Sailing Club, O'Day made 
good use of his planing-hull know- 
how, picking up 10 places on down- 
wind legs. He had two firsts, two 
seconds in the first four races and 
then coasted to win by 34 points over 
Dr. Walter Lawson, who represented 
Chesapeake Bay.

The women’s national champion- 
ship, the Mrs. Charles Francis Adams 
Trophy, stayed away from the East 
Coast for the second straight year, 
but only the second time in 25 years, 
as an iceboat skipper, Mrs. Jane Pegel, 
won the series on Galveston Bay, 
Houston, Tex. 


Harry Platt won top honors in 
Atlantic Class regional finals. 


Mrs. Pegel, a 24-year-old Chicago 
Y.C. representative, won easily with 
three firsts and three seconds and led 
throughout the eight races. Her crew 
enlisted Judy Nye and Mrs. Francis 
Roche. A distant second, 11 points 
behind, was Miss Phyllis Carlson of 
Rocky Point Sailing Club, Old Green- 
wich, Conn. 

The Sears Cup for the North Amer- 
ican junior championship went to 
another Connecticut skipper, 17-year- 
old Johnny Merrifield, in a series at 
New Orleans that had some heartbreak 
in it. The unfortunate youth was John 
Jennings of St. Petersburg, Fla., who 
won four of the first seven races and 
needed only to complete the course 
in the last one in order to win the 
series. But Jennings hit the starting- 
line mark, fouling out, and Merrifield 
won the finale to edge the Florida boy, 
51% to 51. 

Jennings has had enough yachting 
bad luck to last a lifetime. He tied on 
points for the Sears Cup in 1956 with 
Seattle’s Alan Holt, but lost the trophy 
when boat placings were figured to 
break the deadlock.

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second straight Lightning-class title. 
Cox, who later placed third behind 
O’Day in the North American finale, 
quickly wrapped up the five-race se- 
ries at Milford, Conn., by finishing 
2-1-1 in the opening three events. He 
concluded 36 boat placings ahead of 
second-place John Tiegland of Spray 
Beach, N. J. 

There were 52 skippers in the cham- 
pionship, a group that represented the 
cream of the local fleets in this 7,000- 
boat class which many now consider 
the most representative of any in the 
nation. 

With the Star class world’s cham- 
pionship scheduled for Havana in No- 
vember, the North American series at 
San Diego was the big domestic event 
for this oldest of the one-design 
classes. Sailing North Star III, Lowell 
North and crew Jim Hill accom- 
plished an excellent series, 1-3-1-1-2, 
to win by 13 points over Bill Ficker 
of Newport Harbor, Calif. There were 
24 fleet champions competing. 

The Penquin class, 4,800 boats 
strong, crowned Jim Carson as nation- 
al champion at Chicago where 26 of 
the tiny plywood dinghies competed. 
Carson edged the home town defender, 
Bob Smith, by 108.3 points to 106.4. 

The world’s largest one-design class, 
the Snipe, awarded its North Ameri- 
can title to Fred Schenck who went on 
to Cascais, Portugal, for the 21-nation 
International championship. There 
Schenck finished a very commendable 
third behind the new champion of this 
11,000-boat fleet, Juan Manuel Alonso 
Allende of Spain. 


RECORDS & RESULTS 

Other notable yachting accomplish- 
ments in one-design and off-shore 
events follow: 

ATLANTIC—Harry Platt of Cold 
Spring Harbor, L. I., Beach Club won 
title by coming from behind on down- 
wind leg in final race of this 28-year-old 
regional Long Island Sound class. 

BLUE JAY—There is no class cham- 
pionship for this booming 13-footer, but 
16-year-old Tom Munnell of Southport, 
Conn., scored a notable triumph by win- 
ning an unprecedented eight straight 
races in 25-30 boat fleets at Larchmont 
Race Week. 

COMET—Rodger Low won in 10- 
year-old Tym Fly, the boat in which 
his brother Larry took four seconds but 
never a first in previous Comet na- 
tionals. There were 38 fleet champions 
competing on Low’s home course, At- 
lantic Highlands, N. J. 

DRAGON—Philip LeBoutillier of To- 
ledo won the first American champion- 
ship for this popular European class, in 
Top Hat over nine others. 

FIREFLY—Dennis Posey of Larch- 
mont, crack intercollegiate dinghy and 
Thistle-class skipper, was the cham- 
pion. 

5.55 METER—This international class 
was dominated by a Texas-built boat 
called Flame. Owned by Albert Fay of 
Houston, it won the U. S. championship 
and under the helm of Bob Mosbacher; 
the Scandinavian Gold Cup at Hanko, 
Norway. 
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NORTH AMERICAN FINN—An 
Olympic-designated competitor, this 
class is just getting underway in the 
U. S. with headquarters at Oyster Bay, 
L. I. Glen Foster won the first cham- 
pionship there. 

FLYING DUTCHMAN—Harry Sindle 
of Lavallette, N. J., took the class title 
for the third year in a row and sailed 
a near-perfect series; four firsts, one 
second.

Bailey of Cor- 
pus Christi, Tex., showed those Yankees 
how in boat called Y’All C’mon.

The engine installation that gives the Praetorian her boot 
is a Cal Connell V-8 Cadillac Crusader overhead valve de- 
signed marine engine, displacing 331 c.i., of 346” bore and 
3%” stroke and set at a compression ratio of 9:1. At 
cranking speed, she pulls between 165 and 185 pounds of 
compression pressure. She is rated at 300 horse at 5200 
r.p.m. Her two Rochester down-draft carburetors are four- 
barreled each—actually eight carburetors in two compact 
units, each supplying a separate cylinder. The water pump 
is a dual-pocket type with each cylinder bank of the V-8 
engine independently cooled and no connection between 
the two cylinder banks. Since this is a high output power 
plant, it uses roller tappets and a special camshaft to 
achieve a radical valve lift and valve duration without ex- 
cessive camshaft wear. The drive is direct and a 1” Monel 
shaft is used. 

The hull has no tricks about it, just good honest, high 
speed semi-Ved bottom design with deep non-trips for 
stability in the turns. 

My personal feeling after the tests were completed was 
that here is a boat comparable in the marine field to a 
Jaguar or any of the mid-range priced high performance 
sports cars. The price tag reflects the high quality of mate- 
rials and workmanship plus performance in the boat. Just 
as the sports car aficionado who looks for the ultimate in 
performance will probably choose a Mercedes 300 SL over 
a Jag any day, so the true sports speedboating fan with 
an unlimited budget might pass by the Praetorian in favor 
of the larger but faster and even more lushly appointed 
Aquilifer. But there will always be more Jag owners than 
Mercedes owners if for no other reason than budget, and 
my bet is that the Praetorian fans are going to tax An- 
carrow’s one-boat-a-day production facilities right to the 
hilt during 1958. —Hank W. BOwMAN

occurred in the arctic, where survivors sitting on an iceberg 
caught the eye of an otherwise unalerted aircraft that was 
ten miles away and moving fast. They were saved. If you 
haven't a mirror aboard, use a shiny tin can, or soak some 
rags in engine oil and light them—a safe distance to lee- 
ward of your gas tanks. A very good and economical in- 
vestment is a set of day-and-night flares. They should be 
the waterproof, self-striking kind. Carry several—the first 
rescue plane might be heading away from you. 

So far, we’ve assumed you have no radio, but for the 
chap who has a set in working order, here are some sug- 
‘gestions. Coast Guard Search and Rescue Coordination 
Centers are on watch for voice messages on 2182 ke and 
121.5 mc. If you just call Coast Guard you will alert all 
Coast Guard stations within range. If you can send code 
only, transmit on 500kc (CW) or 8364 (CW), in which 
case transmit NCU. The general, non-specific calls for help 
are MAYDAY, SOS, and HELP, in approximately that 
order of panic. Don’t forget, you can blink SOS with a 
searchlight or mirror. It looks like this: (...———...). 
Even if you cannot transmit, you can tune to most of these 
frequencies on modern marine radios. Listen when you see 
an aircraft. The pilot may be trying to reach you. 

Among the helicopter rescue gear, we listed stretchers, 
slings, and baskets. The most important thing to remember 
about these is that they all carry instructions and pictures. 
They all will float. The sling is the simplest device. It is a 
buoyant loop of flexible material which is lowered to you on 
a steel cable from the helicopter. Read the instructions, 
look at the picture, then fix the sling across your back and 
underneath your arms. Hold it like the Coast Guardsman 
in the photo has done. There is a danger in grabbing the

cable, for you can be cut by the wire, or smash your fingers 
against the winch. When you have been raised to the level 
of the cabin door, the crewman will assist you inside. Let 
him do it his way; he has been trained to handle both you 
and the machinery. Once you have given him the “Thumbs 
Up” signal, indicating you are ready to be hoisted, you can 
help out most by relaxing. 

The stretcher, of course, is for the survivor who can’t 
assist himself. When you’ve made the pilot understand you 
need a stretcher, (see signal for URGENT MEDICAL AS- 
SISTANCE) he will drop a message block with stretcher 
instructions. You'll notice that instruction number one 
reads: REMOVE THE CABLE AND ALLOW THE 
HOOK TO GO FREE. This is a safety precaution, the 
importance of which cannot be over-emphasized. Tether- 
ing the helicopter to your boat by making fast the hook, as 
for example, snapping it to a lifeline or stanchion, forces 
the helicopter to hover in a limited area. Although the 
crewman can cut the wire, he then at once defeats the res- 
cue. A shift of wind, a sudden gust, or even a strong mo- 
tion of the boat could throw the aircraft out of control by 
restraining it or snatching it, through the cable. And the 
helicopter will consume less fuel by flying than by hovering. 
During one rescue, a panicking boat crew grabbed a stretch- 
er with the cable still attached, and rushed it down into the 
ship’s cabin, leaving the hogtied helicopter pilots to prac- 
tise new swear words and maneuvers until they were freed. 

Be sure to make the patient secure and comfortable, and 
read him the instructions so that he'll understand what’s 
taking place. Before you secure the stretcher to the cable 
hook, see whether the bridles on the stretcher are of differ- 
ent lengths, so that the patient’s head will be higher than 
his feet. To simplify attaching these, they may be painted 
different colors. If this is the case, match the cable of each 
color with the hook of the same color. Otherwise, check 
by eye to see that the shorter wire is toward the patient’s 
head. 

Here are two other things to consider in helicopter pick- 
up, before you give the Thumbs Up signal to hoist. At all 
costs, try to locate the stretcher, sling, or basket, so that the 
survivor is in a direct line with the aircraft and will not be- 
gin a pendulum-like swing. This can be a real strain on 
the aircraft, it wastes power, and could even wrap the pa- 
tient and the cable in the rigging of the boat. 

This brings us to the second point: any lines running 
from mast to deck which can be slacked, ought to be payed 
off and the bights made secure. The patient could easily 
become tangled in a halliard, backstay, or topping lift of a 
sailboat. This might even cause the helicopter to crash. 
Because of these dangers, when circumstances permit it is 
good operating practice to set the patient in a small boat 
or raft, along with a man to attend him, and drift them 
well aft of the larger boat. This will clear. all rigging ob- 
stacles, and let the helicopter hover lower and more nearly 
in line with the pickup. Like all rescue gear, the stretcher 
will float even with the patient aboard it. Reassure him of 
this before you start. 

The basket is the most commonly used piece of equip- 
ment for helicopter,hoist. It is a lightweight, roomy metal 
container with the flotation units set up high, and it is made 
fast to the cable by the same snap as the other rescue gear. 
In cases where the survivor is in the water, the basket is low- 
ered until it floats, and the swimmer simply rolls himself 
aboard. There are bilingual instructions attached, and after 
the victim has read them and made himself secure, he gives 
the standard Thumbs Up signal and is hoisted aboard. The 
crewman will raise him to cabin level, and swing him in- 
side. 

A dramatic example of skilful helicopter rescue work 
took place in the recent Louisiana flood area. Very often. 
a float equipped helicopter can make a pickup by landing 
on water or on the ground and simply letting the survivors 
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step aboard. During the Louisiana disaster there was an 
equipment shortage and many of the aircraft available were 
not able to land on water. In this case, a non-floating heli- 
copter spotted a group of nine persons, all floating prone, 
half-supported by beds of kelp. The depth of water was 
such that none could stand. Five of these survivors were 
children, three were adult men, and one was an enormous 
woman who had both legs broken. All were too fatigued 
to be of any assistance. By very careful flying, the pilot 
was able to hover the helicopter with its wheels actually 
in the water so that his crewman could reach out from the 
cabin and literally lift each survivor aboard. Making sev- 
eral trips, all were saved, demonstrating not only the versa- 
tility of the helicopter, but the finesse, strength, and team- 
work of the helicopter crew. 

The pilot may land for a pickup, but choose to keep the 
blades turning. If he is on a beach or hill that slopes notice- 
ably, remember that the blades are nearer the ground on 
the uphill side. Size up the situation, and approach from 
the side with the greatest clearance for your head. Approach 
in a low crouch. A gust of wind may lower the blades on 
any side. Because the path of the turning blades is inclined 
forward, approach a single or tandem rotor helicopter from 
its side. 

Once you're aboard the aircraft and the engine is run- 
ning, ordinary talking is impossible. If you have something 
important to communicate, indicate to the crewman that 
you want a helmet. The helmets contain headphones and lip 
microphones for intercommunication. You push a switch 
to talk, holding your lips lightly against the mike. You must 
release the switch to receive through the headphones. While 
you're speaking, no one else can talk, so unless you feel 
that what you have to say is vital, you will only impede 
rescue by being “on the air.” 

The greatest hazard of any rescue operation is panic, 
and this is a particular danger in helicopter rescue. The 
helicopter is balanced to close tolerances, and the sudden 
shifting of the center of gravity, which might occur when 
a person moved quickly or violently in the cabin, could 
jeopardize the operation. A panicky survivor during one 
rescue somehow reached into the cockpit and grabbed the 
pilot. Fortunately, the pilot’s safety belt and shoulder har- 
ness restrained him in position until he was able to strike 
the berserk man with his helmet and drive him loose. 

Panic may also result in the survivor disregarding in- 
structions for his rescue, and in so doing, injuring himself. 
A tragic example of this hazard occurred in a boating ac- 
cident involving a father and son. The son was the first to 
prepare to hoist. He properly fitted himself into the sling. 
then improperly took a turn of the lifting cable about his 
wrist. He signalled Thumbs Up, and began to rise without 
difficulty. He would have been taken successfully aboard, 
in spite of the cable wrap, had his father not panicked at 
the last. Just as the son’s feet broke from the water, the 
father’s nerve gave way. He lunged upward, grabbing the 
boy about the ankles. The sudden extra weight caused the 
boy to slip, tightening the cable-wrap, and cutting all his 
fingers from his hand. There had been no change in circum- 
stances, no new event, to prompt the father’s move; his loss 
of self-control was simple panic. 

Cool thinking stems from an intelligent appraisal of the 
situation, and this, in turn, is the result of the survivor's 
own confidence in his abilities. The way to overcome fear 
of the water is to learn to understand it, to recognize the 
weather, the limits of your boat, your strength and your 
endurance. First, avoid danger. But, if you get in trouble, 
avoid random, unthinking struggles. 

Assuming you're in the water and the helicopter drops 
a rubber raft, even though you have a life vest on, your first 
reaction might be to inflate the raft. Just like every other 
pieces of equipment, the raft carries instructions for its 
use, and a lanyard so you can attach it to yourself. If 
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Brinktun Boarding Ladders priced from $7.95 up. 
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there’s any wind at all, when the raft is inflated it will tend 
to blow to leeward much faster than you can swim. So don’t 
let fear dictate your moves; make the raft fast to yourself. 
Then read the instructions, unbutton the carrying case so 
the raft can unfold as it fills, and then inflate it, keeping an 
eye out for the contents so no gear comes adrift. 

Among the valuables aboard are oars, rations, water (or 
a solar still), mirror, radar reflector, medical supplies, sail, 
and compass. There’s usually some shark repellent and 
dye marker, too. Don’t use these until you think you need 
them. They last a reasonable but limited time. 

Once you get aboard the raft, stay aboard until help 
comes. There’s a package of flares aboard. Don’t burn 
them until you have reason to believe that help is near. 
Some signs to watch for are: steamer smoke on the horizon, 
glint of an aircraft in the sky, or the sound of its engine. 
In daylight, use your mirror to signal anything you actually 
see. If you filed a “flight plan” with someone at home and 
get into trouble in the area where you said you’d be cruising, 
you're actually in pretty good shape. Remember to stay 
near the big boat as long as you can safely do so; it’s far 
more visible from the air than you on the raft, and the 
pilot is following a search pattern based on your drift with 
surface currents. Unless you’ve devised a sea anchor to 
hold it, that raft will be blowing down wind at a rapid 
rate. Think it out. You have a compass on the raft. If 
you're an American in the Atlantic Ocean, there’s no sense 
resisting a wind from the east. In the Pacific, a wind from 
the west’s a useful thing. When it blows the other way, 
lower your sea anchor or your oars lashed crossways, your 
bunched up blankets, or your hat—anything that will help 
to stop the drift. If you’re inside a hundred mile radius, 
that big yellow chopper will look like Saint Christopher, 
himself. And, finally: if he looks at you, but turns away, 
don’t lose hope. Your visibility is three miles, or less. He 
might see a steamer, just beyond your horizon with deck- 
chairs and stewards, ready to come.to your rescue.

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GARRY MOORE 
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grew up as T. Garrison Morfit in Baltimore, Maryland, but 
in the summertime as a youngster he frequented Ocean 
City, Md., on the Chesapeake Bay whenever he could 
afford it. 

“I'd save some money, hire a small sailboat—on the order 
of a Lightning—and go out for as long as two weeks at a 
time,” Garry remembered. “I’d leave myself just enough 
money for food and would sleep in the open boat.” 

When Garry was 18 he worked for a while hauling to- 
matoes On a 75-foot Bugeye ketch. “Maybe you better say 
we were hauling apples; somebody’s liable to get the wrong 
idea,” he said. “We used to sail this ketch up and down 
the Chesapeake. No power at all, just sail. Quite an experi- 
ence when you sail a 75-footer right up to the dock.” 

Garry was to "miss those memorable days in the more 
than 25 years that he subsequently spent in Chicago and 
Los Angeles before television brought him back East in 
1951. In the mid- and far-West he occasionally crewed or 
rented a sailboat, but it wasn’t until he apd his family moved 
to the Westchester community of Rye, New York, ideal for 
sailing on Long Island Sound, that Garry became a boat 
owner. 

He bought a Rhodes 18 and to commemorate the occa- 
sion Garry’s friend, comedian Herb Shriner, who owned 
a 35-foot cutter, gave him a copy of Chapman’s “Piloting, 
Seamanship and Smali Boat Handling.” the boatman’s bible. 
After the Rhodes 18 came a Stout Fella, then a 35-foot yawl 
(his first cruising craft), and two years ago Garry bought 
Red Wing. 

She has fulfilled his every sailing need. During the week, 
on those few occasions when he’s able to come home early, 
Garry is similar to the golfer who sneaks in a fast nine 
holes before dark. He enjoys sailing Red Wing single- 
handed, frequently by the light of the moon. 

“Pll leave at around 10 o’clock at night on these moon- 
light sails,” Garry said, “and I'll sail until I get tired. Then 
I anchor in a cove somewhere, go to sleep, and in the morn- 
ing cook breakfast and head home.” 

Red Wing is a perfect vacation craft and the Moores 
have combed the coast between Rye and Nantucket. His 
crew, all able hands, are Garry’s wife, Nell, and sons Mason, 
17, and Garry Jr., 14. “In the beginning my wife used to 
say she was having fun, though I had my doubts,” Garry 
confessed, “but now she really enjoys it. She can cook a 
hot meal in a storm, too.” 

Garry Jr., a member of the Junior American Yacht Club, 
prefers sailing his own Blue Jay to tending sheets for dad, 
Garry said. “I don’t blame him either. Every sailor likes 
to handle his own tiller.” 

When time becomes available, and Garry has every 
intention of making it so, he expects to take Red Wing up 
the coast of Maine. This winter he chartered a boat in the 
Virgin Islands, and on his future schedule is a sailing vaca- 
tion in the Bahamas. 

Occasionally Garry races in the handicap division of 
the Yacht Racing Assn. regattas on Long Island Sound. 
Whether he races or not, however, he can often be found 
following the regattas. He likes to help small racing craft 
in need of air—that is, after or before the race. 

On one flat day just before the start of a regatta Garry 


turned on his auxiliary engine and took a becalmed and | 


tardy One Ten in tow. Recalled Garry: “The skipper was 
determined to race and I did such a good job of towing I 
nearly helped him over the starting line. Another foot and 
that poor fellow would have been disqualified.” 

Garry believes in a common-sense approach to the use 
of power on a sailboat: “If it’s a hot day and there’s no 
wind, I’m not going to sit and slide all day in the heat. So 
I turn on the auxiliary.” 

One of his favorite annual activities is the American 
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Yacht Club’s five-day cruise. Two years ago Garry skip- 
pered Red Wing to seventh place in his class and last sum- 
mer he promised to do better, and did: a fifth. 

His regular first mate is Bill Demling, his chief writer, 
whom Garry taught to sail. Garry also interested his or- 
chestra leader, Howard Smith, in things nautical. So much 
so that Howard went out and bought a power boat, a mortal 
blow to Garry, who is primarily a sail man. 

Writer Demling has infinite respect for Garry as a sailor. 
“He doesn’t believe it himself, but Garry’s a very good 
skipper in a race,” Demling said. “At the start of last 
year’s cruise he passed a boat to leeward by sheer out- 
maneuvering. He called the setting of sails perfectly. But 
then this is not unusual for Garry. He always knows what 
he’s doing. And he doesn’t get upset when things begin to 
happen.”

Demling has been with Garry through most of Red 
Wing’s adventures. These would certainly include the an- 
nual whing-ding for his writers, and the separate one-day 
cruise that Garry has for the girls in the office. 

On one such maritime outing (Ladies’ Day), Demling 
recalled how the weather suddenly changed as Red Wing 
was heading into Oyster Bay. 

“We were near a high bluff of land and unable to see the 
weather,” Demling said. “The wind blew from 10 to 70 
knots. With the boat heeling, there were girls all over the 
place, hanging on. Meantime I was trying to let the main- 
sheet go and then the jib blew out, with the fitting. We were 
just off the Seawanhaka Yacht Club in a narrow channel 
and we couldn’t head into the wind, so we had to take it 
broadside. The girls had quite a day, and so did we.” 

Another time (without the girls), Garry and Demling 
had one of their rougher experiences. Near Clinton, Conn., 
the jib halyard parted and they were forced to beat into 
the heavy sea with mainsail alone. 

Garry does not have a list of how-we-were-nearly-ship- 
wrecked tales. “A good boat,” he thoughtfully explained, 
“can usually take you through anything. People break 
before a boat does. Naturally I’ve made mistakes in sailing. 
To me, many of the close calls that skippers relate amount 
to their bragging about what idiots they are.” 

The skipper of Red Wing is one of sailing’s most ardent 
supporters. He frequently talks it up on television. “I go 
into the human side of boating,” he said. “I don’t talk on 
technical things because I feel that one man’s hobby is 
another man’s yawn. I prefer to tell about the people we 
meet and the places we go to.” 

He receives a big response to his boating comments. 
Viewers want to know about places to sail; many tell him 
they’ve been to the same harbors visited by Garry, and 
invariably those fans who live on the water invite Garry 
to visit them the next time he and Red Wing are in the 
neighborhood. 

“If Garry were to accept just a small percentage of his 
drop-anchor invitations, he’d have to take a three-year

leave of absence of from television,” declares Charles Mc- 
Cauley, his public relations counsel. 

Another of Garry’s favorite video subjects, particularly 
of late, has to do with safety on the water. “The wild up- 
surge in boating has meant an enormous number of acci- 
dents,” Garry said. “I feel every precaution should be 
taken to make boating as safe as possible.” 

When he is out on the boat by himself Garry is never 
without protection. “Even on the mildest day I use a Safe-T- 
Pak preserver,” he said. “When others are aboard and it 
gets rough I’m not loath to ordering everyone to don life 
jackets. On the subject of life jackets, | might add that I’m 
for legislation making it mandatory for every passenger to 
have one available on board rented boats.” 

On Long Island Sound, and everywhere else he cruises, 
there are those who recognize Garry and he usually re- 
sponds with a friendly wave of hand and often a compli- 
ment to a passing skipper on his boat. 

When Red Wing was on last summer’s American Yacht 
Club cruise, the newspapers carried an itinerary and entry 
list. As a result, in some ports there were clusters of Garry 
Moore followers gathered on shore in the hope of seeing 
him. When Red Wing ran low on provisions off Dutch 
Harbor in Narragansett Bay, spectators were delighted to 
catch sight of Garry coming ashore in a dinghy. 

On the same cruise, when Red Wing was headed for 
Jamestown, there were two fishermen in an outboard skiff 
who were on the cruise course. They came within perhaps 
30 feet of Red Wing and were looking directly at Garry. 
One of the anglers called out to him: “I hear Garry Moore 
is somewhere in this race. Any of you guys know which is 
his boat?” 

This lack of recognition, rare indeed, didn’t disturb 
Garry. It never does. For, as he put it so eloquently, “The 
measure of the man in sailing is not in who he is, but in 
whether he can sail.”

Pushing, pulling, hauling, tugging, we managed to get 
Marty’s limp body up the ladder and over the threshold 
and dumped him like a sack of meal on the bridge deck. 
Then we went after Herman. 

Fred took him by the feet, I took him under the arms, 
and we lifted him clear of the bunk. Then Fred dropped 
his burden, stood swaying for an instant and toppled over. 
My own strength was ebbing and Herman’s body slipped 
from my grasp and settled gently on the bunk. One arm 
dropped over the side and swung with the motion of the 
ship. I staggered to the ladder, my senses reeling. My foot 
was on the first step when the blackness descended and my 
last conscious impression faded. 

I was fighting my way to the surface of an incredibly 
deep sea of utter blackness, and as the blackness receded 
into gray my senses slowly returned. Consciousness re- 
turned with a rush and I found myself standing on the 
ladder, my head in the open air. My jacket was snagged 
on the head of a loose screw projecting from the threshold, 
and by preventing me from slipping back into that lethal 
gas chamber, had saved my life. 

Releasing my jacket, I crawled out on the bridge deck. 
Marty lay there, perhaps dead, but I did not stop to examine 
him. I made my way forward along the deck to the escape 
hatch over the forepeak. I prayed that it would not be 
locked from the inside as I stooped and grasped the hatch 
cover in both hands. I tugged, but it did not move. I heaved 
again and felt it move a crack. Summoning all my strength, 
I heaved mightily and the hinged top rose and fell back 
against the mainmast as I sat heavily on the deck. When I 
could get up, I went aft and hoisted the mizzen. A faint 
breeze was blowing, enough to fill the sail and swing Little 
Bit head-on to the wind, forcing the life-giving air to the 
cabin below. 

I turned Marty face down and straddled him, giving him 
artificial respiration until he breathed naturally again. 

Down in the cabin again, I found Fred sitting up, blink- 
ing in the glare of my flashlight. 

“What happened?” he asked, bewildered. 

“We damn near got killed, that’s what happened. We’ve 
got to get Herman out of here. Can you stand?” 

He got painfully to his feet and stood swaying, holding 
onto a bulkhead to keep his balance. 

“Stick your head outside and breathe deeply,” I told him. 
“But hurry! It may be too late now!” 

He went up two steps of the ladder and stood with his 
head in the open air, gulping deep breaths of the fresh air. 
“I’m all right now,” he said, coming back down into the 
cabin again. 

Ever try to get an unconscious man up a ladder just 
wide enough for one man to stand on?. Believe me, it’s 
quite a chore. By the time we had Herman on deck we were 
both exhausted. We worked in relay over him, giving him 
artificial respiration. Marty was the first to regain con- 
sciousness, but Herman came around shortly after. 

By morning Marty had completely recovered, seeming 
to suffer no ill effects other than a very stiff neck and a 
ravenous appetite. But Herman, who had been exposed to 
the fumes longer than any of us, was a very sick man. 
Marty went below and made breakfast for us all, then ex- 
amined the exhaust line. He found a crack at a fitting 
where the pipe threads had been cut too deeply. He plugged 
the leak with a sheet of asbestos and the tin from a milk can, 
and while it leaked enough to keep us out of the cabin, we 
were able to run the engine until we got to Monterey. There 
we all went to the hospital for treatment, and the next day 
had the exhaust line completely overhauled. 

The moral: Be sure your exhaust system does not leak! 
Contrary to popular belief, carbon monoxide is a colorless, 
odorless gas. You can’t see it, you can’t smell it. There is 
a sudden loss of consciousness, with no warning—and if 
no one is around to help you, brother, you've had it! The

acrid smell of your car exhaust is not carbon monoxide. 
but various petroleum fractions produced by combustion. 
In a marine engine, the jacket cooling water is usually; 
ejected into the exhaust pipe where the steam and hot water 
absorb these pungent products of combustion, but not the 
carbon monoxide, and no odor warns you of the build-up 
of deadly gas. 

Carbon monoxide kills because it combines with the 
hemoglobin of the blood, thus making it impossible for 
the hemoglobin to combine with oxygen, a necessary life 
process. Carbon monoxide has an affinity for hemoglobin 
300 times that of oxygen. The degree of poisoning depends 
upon the concentration of the gas and the length of ex- 
posure. If the percentage of carbon monoxide in the blood 
rises to between 70% and 80%, death occurs. 

The treatment for acute carbon monoxide poisoning is 
immediate artificial respiration and, if possible, the inhala- 
tion of a mixture of 93% oxygen and 7% carbon dioxide. 
The carbon dioxide is a respiratory stimulant and the pure 
oxygen hastens the release of carbon monoxide from the 
blood. Even after recovery, delayed secondary complica- 
tions, such as paralysis and cerebral hemorrhage may occur. 

The ideal exhaust system would be a straight, short pipe 
with no bends, no fittings. However, it is seldom that the 
ideal exhaust system can be fitted in the average boat. 
What ever the configuration, it should be no longer than 
necessary and should be all one piece of pipe. Where bends 
are required they should be bent in the pipe itself, and should 
not be pipe fittings such as T’s, L’s, and the like. Pipe fit- 
tings require threads cut in the pipe walls, weakening them 
and making it possible for them to break under vibration 
and strain. 

Bending pipe calls for a shop-job of pipe fitting and con- 
sequent expense, but then, you can’t take it with you. But 
if your exhaust pipe leaks inside your boat you are very 
likely to go anyway, leaving it all behind! 

Whatever the length of pipe, it should not be allowed to 
hang from the manifold bolts, but should be supported 
every 18 inches by pipe hangers. Not only will this prevent 
cracking the manifold flange, but will also facilitate the 
removal and re-installation of the exhaust pipe when engine 
repairs are necessary. 

The exhaust pipe should never run under a bunk, nor 
through any enclosed space where it cannot be inspected 
regularly. Some years ago a man was found dead on his 
boat on the Ohio River, near Cairo, Illinois. The coroner 
called it heart failure. A young chap with whom I was 
slightly acquainted was the next owner of the boat and 
lived aboard. One cold winter day he closed up the boat 
and ran the engine to warm up the inside. After the funeral. 
an examination revealed that the long exhaust pipe from 
the engine amidships to the stern transom ran under a bunk. 
Trapped cooling water and the corrosive gases had rusted 
out the under side of the pipe. 

My own 50-foot schooner, Rainbow, once caught fire 
while traveling the Panama Canal from Cristobal to Balboa. 
The engine was considerably below the waterline and the 
exhaust pipe ran back four feet under the engine room 
sole, turned a right angle and rose vertically four feet before 
cooling water could be injected. A huge amount of supplies 
taken on at Cristobal and stowed hastily in the engine room 
shut off the ventilation and pressed the wooden floor down 
against the red-hot metal. Luckily, I had a CO-2 system 
with nozzles surrounding the engine and the fire was quickly 
extinguished. 

All of which points up the fact that the marine engine 
exhaust system is much more dangerous than is generally 
believed. Many people have lost their lives from asphyxia- 
tion or fire. 

Because the loose screw caught my jacket and kept me 
from falling back into the cabin, the story didn’t end as a 
complete tragedy. But it could have happened, and it could 
happen to you! —Lou HEINER

need a gross of nuts, and you must 
make sufficient clamps to locate one 
about every eight inches along each 
seam of the hull. 

Bend these clamps to the angle the 
section will make at each location. 
You can take this off the lofting. 
Then, drill through the fiberglass 
sheet, matching the holes with those in 
your clamps. Countersink the holes 
from the inside of the boat. Counter- 
bore to the full depth of the screw 
head, so that it will seat flush with the 
inside surface of the boat. These screw 
heads will be left in the boat, perma- 
nently. 

Now, before assembling the boat, 
scribe a line about four inches wide 
around the seam edge of every part of 
the boat, and sand this area thoroughly 
to remove mold wax, dirt, and to 
rough up the surface of the material. 
This, as in the Porpoise Class, is the 
most important operation of the entire 
project. If the surfaces are thoroughly 
sanded and kept clean, the boat will be 
strong and successful. If not, she will 
surely fail. Do not even allow a finger- 
print to touch these surfaces, for it will 
leave enough skin oil to ruin the bond. 
Wear clean cotton gloves for this final 
half of the operation. 

When you are absolutely certain 
that the surfaces are clean and rough, 
clamp the boat together, starting with 
the halves of the bottom, then adding 
the stem and stern, and, finally, the 
sides. Turn the boat rightside up and 
support it so that it rests level, with 
no twist in the hull. 

Now, wearing rubber gloves, wash 
the inside well with acetone or toluene. 
While the cleaner is drying, mix your 
epoxy resin, about one pint each time, 
exactly following the manufacturer’s 
directions. Add a touch of titanium 
white pigment (or other color of your 
choice, being certain it is a pigment 
approved by the resin manufacturer). 
The purpose of the color is to show 
up any pin holes in your work, which 
might let water enter. 

Brush the resin generously on the 
sanded area you plan to tape first. It’s 
a good idea to do the center seam in 
the bottom before any others, for you 
can reach it without danger of disturb- 
ing the side tapes, now. Lay your six 
inch tape in the resin at once, smooth- 
ing out any wrinkles and air bubbles as 
you go. Carry the ends of the tape an 
inch or so up the transom and the 
stem. 

When it is all smooth, paint right 
over it with resin and immediately ap- 
ply a four inch tape. Smooth the four 
inch tape, and paint over it again with 
resin. The four inch tape, like the six 
inch one, should carry a little way up 
the transom and the bow. Now, be- 
fore you mix more resin, clean your

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brush in acetone or toluene. (Brushes 
not cleaned before the resin “kicks 
over” you may as well sharpen into 
chisels, or use as stone cutters’ ham- 
mers.) When the entire inside seam 
area has been taped, allow the resin to 
cure completely before the next step. 
Overnight is generally sufficient time. 

Having left Piccolo to cure, you can 
now “paste up” the dagger board 
trunk, and cut out the styrofoam for 
under-seat installation. Since the dag- 
gerboard will be made from 3/16-inch 
flat sheet, you will require %4-inch 
spacers for the headledges of the trunk. 
You can use doubled scraps of %-inch 
stock for this, bonding the thoroughly 
sanded pieces with epoxy. You can 
alternately make your rudder and dag- 
gerboard by bonding two pieces of the 
¥g inch fiberglass together with epoxy. 
In this case three % inch spacers will 
be necessary to give the trunk % inch 
clearance. Styrofoam is available from 
lumber yards and insulation companies 
for about 15¢ per board foot. 

When the inside resin has cured, 
turn Piccolo upside down, level her, 
and remove the clamps by tightening 
the machine screw nuts until they shear 
the screws off cleanly. Now sand or 
file the bolt ends smooth, and clean the 
sanded outside taping areas, just as you 
did inside. 

Flow enough resin in your first coat 
to fill any voids remaining in the 


seams, and tape, starting with the six- | 


inch width. When the boat is cured, 
turn her back rightside-up and, 
measuring from inside, cut the dagger- 
board trunk slot by drilling a hole at 
either end (use a one-quarter inch bit) 
and dagger sawing a slot between 
them. You can elongate the holes by 
rocking the drill fore and aft, to get 
clearance for your blade. 

Mark the seat locations next, and 
sand these areas. Then paste the 
styrofoam blocks down with epoxy, 
and at once cover them with fiberglass 
tape or fabric, making at least a one- 
inch flange with your material upon 
the sides and bottom of the hull, and 
transom. Bond in the daggerboard 
trunk using tape to anchor it all 
around. You may find it easier to 
hold it if you clamp a scrap of wood 
against either side until the resin sets. 

Locate and tape down the mast step 
and forestay spar socket. This sort of 
forestay is a common European de- 
vice for eliminating backstays and 
jibstay. We have used it in Piccolo to 
simplify the rig and to reduce overall 
cost. It also makes it simple for you 
to lift the rig from the boat, with noth- 
ing to unfasten. In order to omit the 
1/16-inch wire shrouds indicated on 
the plan, the 2-inch diameter 12-foot 
6-inch polyvinylchloride plastic tubing

Locate the 
hole along the centerline of the boat, 
not athwartships.

only thing holding up the rig, and it 
must be carefully installed. 

The simplest rudder hinge is made 
of small bore polyvinylchloride pipe, 
having a %-inch inside diameter, and 
taped onto rudder and transom. A 
Y4-inch brass rod forms the pin. 

The mahogany gunwales should be 
lightly clamped to the sheer and fitted; 
then holes are bored from either side 
alternately through the one piece of 
wood, through the fiberglass, and half- 
way through the opposite gunwale. 
Now remove the gunwales, paint their 
contact surfaces with epoxy, and re- 
place them, fastening them with An- 


chorfast bronze nails from both sides. 
You may cover them with tape and | 


clear resin. 

For additional decoration, you may 
fit mahogany plywood seats over the 
glass covered styrofoam ones. These 
may be %4-inch thick, simply pasted 
down in epoxy resin. Thinner material 
will be too easily damaged. 

The skeg is cut from styrofoam, 
covered with epoxy resin and tape, and 
taped in place. 

Allow Piccolo to post cure at least 
72 hours before launching. 


Plywood Construction 


Building Piccolo of plywood will re- 
quire the set-up of forms. After lofting 
the boat full size, measure in %-inch 
from the bottom and each side, to get 
the proper dimensions for each form. 
This %-inch inset is the same as the 
thickness of the plywood, and as the 
boat is drawn to her finished, outside 
measurements, we must subtract this 
amount before we plank her. Now, 
you'll notice numbers along the base- 
line, starting with zero at the point 
along the sheer where the bow curves 
in to meet the sides. We require 
frames at stations marked 1, 2, and 3. 
Build these of 1x2” clear fir, fol- 
lowing the general assembling manner 
in the drawing of plywood construc- 
tion. The gussests, or knees, are of 
¥%-inch marine grade fir plywood, and 
they, 
boat, are set in either Weldwood

Weldwood Glue, which is not suitable) 
or Elmer’s Glue. Drive several %4-

no keel, and it gets this strength fol- 
lowing the same principles as the flat 
sheet fiberglass boat. Now form the 
stem and transom. These will be 4- 
inch plywood bent around framing of 
|x2 inch clear fir, all set in glue and 
clamped with Anchorfast nails. While 
the stem and transom are drying, erect 
the frames in an upside-down position, 
at a comfortable working height from 
the floor. Line them accurately, and 
fasten them very securely, for we will 
build most of the boat in this upside- 
down position, taking advantage of 
gravity which is already with us, any- 
how. You'll find this a great improve- 
ment over the usual boatbuilding 
practise of lying on the ground, ham- 
mering upward. 

Notch the stem and transom to re- 
ceive the chines, and erect them in 
their places along the form skeleton. 
We now have a bow, three sets of 
frames, or ribs, and a transom, each 
standing by itself, securely anchored to 
the workshop floor. Now check these 
forms for fairness, by holding the bat- 
ten you used for lofting the lines 
across the forms at several points of 
the bottom and the sides. When you’re 
satisfied the boat’s correctly lined, glue 
in the chines, this time securing them 
with clamps instead of nails. Allow the 
chines a full twenty four hours to cure 
before you take away the clamps. 

Now put on the sides. The easiest 
way to handle this will be first install 
the inner gunwale on each side, and 
use it to mark the sheerline on the 
plywood sheets. Cut the sheer before 
you fasten the sides to the frames, 
then lightly tack the side at several 
points and scribe a pencil line along 
it from the chine. The sides may now 
be cut to their right dimensions, put 
back into position, and glued and An- 
chorfast nailed in place. Follow the 
same procedure with the bottom, but 
be sure to first plane the chines to a 
fair bevel with the frames and topsides. 
The bottom will be most easily built if 
you make it in two halves, port and 
starboard, carefully fitting these halves 
along the centerline. However, it is 
possible to bend this plywood without 
halving it, if you first secure the center 
of the bottom, then little by little work 
diagonally outboard to each corner of 
the boat. Recommended procedure is 
to cover the chines and all outside 
joints with six inch fiberglass tape set 
in epoxy resin. The way to prepare 
the wood for this is to first round off 
the edges as generously as possible, 
then, with the roughest, open-coat 
floor sanding paper you can obtain, 
score up the areas to be taped, making 
no attempt to smooth them. When the 
wood is thoroughly dry (and the 
weather is, too), apply epoxy resin and 
tape as described in the directions for 
the flat sheet fiberglass construction.

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One layer of tape will be right for the 
chine and end seams, but if you have 
used a two-half bottom, lay tape in- 
side and out, first a six inch width, then 
a four inch one, exactly as in the fiber- 
glass sheet boat. 

The daggerboard trunk, of “4 inch 
plywood, should have a three-quarter 
inch opening, and the easiest way to do 
this is with three thicknesses of %4 
inch plywood for each spacer. Make 
the daggerboard and rudder of half 
inch stock or doubled %4 inch plywood. 
It would be advisable to tape all edges 
of board, rudder, and trunk. The skeg 
in this construction can be a piece of 
1x4 fir, spruce, or pine. Fiberglass 
tape or half-oval brass strip can be 
used to protect it. At last, you can at- 
tach the outer rub rail, seating it in 
glue. 

Secure the seats in the plywood boat 
by first gluing clamps of 1 x 1 inch 
wood along the lines of the seat inter- 
iors. This same construction is used 
for the daggerboard trunk, but 1 x 2 
inch material is needed here. Styro- 
foam is used in the same manner as 
in the glass boat, and the seat edges 
may be taped with epoxy resin and 4 
inch tape. Make the mast step of three 
or four thicknesses of scrap plywood. 
The seat will serve as the partners. 
The socket for the spar forestay can be 
either copper tubing with about % 
inch walls, or built of scrap plywood. 
Don’t forget to leave generous limber- 
holes in the frames and the maststeps. 
Rot is caused by just one thing... 
dampness of fresh water. 

The spar is most easily made from 
spruce. Two 16-foot pieces, glued to- 
gether as shown in the drawing, can 
be first routed out to take the luff of 
the sail. An alternative to routing is to 
make a series of cuts on a table saw 
which will leave a square area capable 
of receiving the luff rope of the sail. 
These grooved spar suggestions are 
alternatives to using track, which costs 
about 80 cents per foot in the smallest 
size, and requires sail slides for about 
each 18 inch of luff at approximately 
20 cents each. The 12-foot, 6-inch 
spar forestay and 6 foot boom should 
be grooved, also. The mainsail has 36 
square feet of area; jib: 18. 

Mahogany is recommended for the 
tiller. A piece of clean 1 x 3 inch 
Philippine will give you plenty of stock 
to receive the rudder head, and is easily 
trimmed down to comfortable hand- 
size. Before painting or varnishing 
plywood, a sealer is required to pre- 
vent moisture from delaminating the 
outer surface. The best and most 
economical sealer we have found is 
Val-Oil, a product of Smith-Valspar. 
You can paint or varnish over this, 
but it makes an excellent finish by 
itself, looking much like a waxed-wood 
surface if smoothly applied.

sulation inside the box, a metal lining 
inside the insulation, some means of 
access to the interior and some means 
of getting rid of the water that collects 
when the ice melts. Let’s take these 
up one by one. 

Either ordinary wood or plywood 
can be used to construct the box. Its 
transverse and longitudinal dimensions 
should be a little less than those of the 
space it will occupy. This is desirable 
because there will then be air spaces 
between the chest and the sides and 
transom of the boat. These spaces pre- 
vent condensation—which promotes

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For insulation, you can use cork, , 
fiberglass matting or insulation board. 
The latter is especially popular be- 








cause it is easy to work. Line the box 
completely with a layer of the insula- 
tion board, build a framework of light 
battens inside this layer and then add 
another layer of insulation board. This 
forms a dead-air space that has as 
much to do with insulation as does any 
other factor. To provide stiffness in- 
side the box, thus preventing or at least 
minimizing dents, add a final layer of 
light plywood. 

For the metal lining, use galvanized 
iron, preferably of the copper-bearing 
type. This must be carefully riveted 
and soldered together and thoroughly 
tested to make sure it is absolutely 
watertight. It is a good idea to form a 


_ lip or dam in the bottom of this lining, 


making two shallow compartments, 
one for ice, the other for food. This lip 
prevents ice from shifting and water 
from soaking into the food. 

Access to the interior can be either 
through doors on the face of the chest 
or through a lift-out or hinged hatch 
on the top. The latter is preferable be- 
cause it is easier to get at and because 
the chest’s contents can’t spill out when 
the chest is opened in a seaway. 

Finally, the ice compartment must 
be drained. This drain should not lead 
to the bilge. The ice itself may contain 
animal and vegetable matter, and cer- 
tainly the stuff kept on the ice is largely 
composed of animal and vegetable 
matter. If allowed to drain into the 
bilge, the waste water will turn slimy, 
will become smelly, will attract vermin 
and will induce dry rot. 

If the chest is small enough, it can 
be made portable. This simplifies the 
drainage problem since the water can 


be dumped directly overboard. If the | 


chest is high enough above the cockpit 
decking to allow use of a drain pan, a 


simple cock can be fitted near the bot- | 


tom. Alternately, perhaps a small port- 
able bilge pump could be employed to 
siphon out the water. Or perhaps, as in 


the case of a self-draining cockpit, the | 


chest will be high enough above the 
boat’s water line so the waste can be 
piped directly overboard.— G

printer, owner of a chemical company and a hearing-aid 
audiologist, all of whom gave up a part of their vacations 
to participate. 

A flotilla at Grand Rapids, Mich., includes a fireman, a 
railroad freight clerk, a shoe repairman, a postal worker 
and so on. This pattern is nation wide, with flotillas in 
nearly 400 communities, so that 20th century America can 
rightfully be called a nation of small-boat seafarers to com- 
pare with the ancient Phoenicians, the British or the Dutch. 

The Grand Rapids flotilla also enlists a lady, by occupa- 
tion a nurse in a hospital. On this matter the Auxiliary 
differs from an organization similar in purposes and prac- 
tices, the United States Power Squadrons. The U.S.P.S. 
does not offer the full benefits of membership to women 
while the Auxiliary does. 

A typical distaff member might be Mrs. Barbara Corbett 
of Massapequa, Long Island. Mrs. Corbett joined the 
Auxiliary last year along with six other ladies, most of them 
wives of members. “We're serious, we study hard and no- 
body kids us around,” says Mrs. Corbett. “There is a definite 
place for women in the Auxiliary.” 

Any citizen of the United States, male or female, over 
the age of 17 can belong to the Auxiliary although mere 
desire does not assure one of a membership certificate. 

Here is the procedure of joining in the case of, let’s say, 
Mr. John Doe from Anyport, U.S.A. Most likely Mr. Doe 
knew someone in the Auxiliary who persuaded him to try 
for membership, or he may have become exposed to the 
organization when he submitted his boat to a Courtesy 
Motorboat Examination. 

John makes out an application which, if it is accepted 
as is most likely, entitles him to a provisional membership 
in a local flotilla for one year. Within that year he must 
demonstrate to the satisfaction of his fellow members pro- 
ficiency in several aspects of boating and pass a very com- 


prehensive examination that tests his knowledge on every- 
thing nautical from first aid to starting a cranky engine. 
Through the year he learns from fellow-members and also 
in the Public Instruction Course taught by Auxiliarists from 
nearby flotillas. This course, a program of nine weekly 
lessons on fundamentals, is becoming more and more im- 
portant to boatmen everywhere. Its popularity has been 
phenomenal, for in 1955 there were 8,426 who took the 
course, in 1956 a fantastic jump to 27,469. 

Should John Doe pass the examination, he becomes a 
full fledged member of the flotilla and is entitled to wear 
the Auxiliary uniform, blue in winter, khaki in summer. 
If Mr. Doe owns a boat so much the better. 

Every Auxiliarist technically is supposed to own at least 
one-quarter interest in a boat over 16-feet in length or an 
airplane or an amateur radio station. Since this is a some- 
what limiting rule, exceptions are made for those with a 
sincere interest in boating and enthusiasm for the Auxiliary. 

A flotilla, the basic unit, should have at least 10 boat- 
owning members and is supposed to maintain a ratio of one 
boat for every two members, standards that are not always 
met. Significantly, officers at the level of district commo- 
dore and vice-commodore must be boat owners. These re- 
quirements have long been on the books in order to preserve 
the original concept—that the Auxiliary be an organization 
of boat owners. 

And rest assured that these boats are in perfect condition, 
properly equipped, because each one must pass a rigorous 
inspection every year. Members know they are the pace- 
setters, an example for others. “When I ran aground last 
spring, I was so ashamed I felt like taking the Auxiliary 
flag down,” a Midwestern member recently commented. 

Is it expensive to join? Not at all, annual flotilla dues 
run from $4 to $12 and sometimes nothing. 

In keeping with the growth of boating, the CGA’s mem- 
bership has gone from 2,460 in 1940 to 14,159 in 1957, 
although it is not the aim of the organization to achieve 
impressive number totals. (continued on page 142)

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As pointed out by Captain H. B. Roberts, chief director 
of the Auxiliary at headquarters in Washington, quality 
rather than quantity of membership is stressed and “paper” 
flotillas are an anathema to the organization. “Paper” flo- 
tillas are mere lists of inactive members, and occasionally 
a weeding-out is necessary to keep the Auxiliary healthy. 

Such a situation occurred in St. Paul, Minn., a few years 
ago. Arthur Kruse, a division captain, tells it this way. 

“Quite a few enthusiasts went to work, first to change 
the attitude and second to enroll new blood. A few flo- 
tillas were dropped, new ones organized, and we started to 
climb. We gave some Public Instruction Courses, we staffed 
the Coast Guard booth at the St. Paul outdoor show, we 
held our first annual installation-of-officers dinner last Jan- 
uary, we have helped with Coast Guard recruiting infor- 
mation and our flotillas are on 24-hour call for search and 
rescue. It’s amazing how many gas tanks can run dry.” 

Harry Kessler of Alton, Ill., reports that in his division, 
“There is a tendency to get rid of the dead wood and enroll 
active members.” 

In Chicago, says vice-commodore Joseph V. Day, “Mem- 
bership has increased tenfold and interest one hundred- 
fold. As an example, in the public instruction field, ten 
years ago one course in the spring seemed ample. Now the 
courses are a year-around activity and we plan at least ten 
for 1958. Formerly our Courtesy Examiners had to dig out 
boats for inspection. Now we find a great deal of tele- 
phoning by boat owners and we make examinations on an 
appointment basis. Chief thanks go to our division captain, 
James P. Russell who is in his sixties and the most active 
‘retired’ man I’ve ever known.” 

With good members, the Auxiliary is equipped to make 
real contributions. Its activities center around the so-called 
four cornerstones which are: 

1) Examination and Inspection—As a public service to 
boat owners, the Auxiliary has a safety program known as

the Courtesy Motorboat Examination. This examination 
gives any owner the opportunity to have his boat examined 
by a specially trained member of the Auxiliary. Upon 
completion of the exam, if the vessel is determined to be 
equipped in compliance with both existing legal and special 
Auxiliary requirements, an Auxiliary Decalcomania is is- 
sued for this no-charge courtesy inspection. This decal, 
when displayed on the vessel, informs the U. S. Coast 
Guard that the boat has been inspected and a boarding 
party will not deter it unless there is evidence of flagrant 
violation of Federal law. In 1956, 24,193 decals were 
awarded while 11,328 vessels were rejected. 

2) Instruction and Examination—Auxiliary members 
undergo basic training in seamanship, Rules of the Road, 
piloting, boating laws, and motorboat operation. Members 
who are qualified as instructors teach provisional members 
and non-members the subjects of the Public Instruction 
Course. There are three of these, the standard P.I.C. of 
nine lessons; a briefer three-lesson course concerned with 
seamanship, Rules of the Road and safety equipment, plus 
a single-session program of outboard education designed to 
at least expose safety rules to this booming field. 

There are other unofficial phases of the education pro- 
gram. For example, at Rockaway Beach, Long Island, 
Auxiliarists give lectures on safe boating practices to junior 
high school students. 

3) Operations—Auxiliarists occasionally assist the Coast 
Guard in some of its functions such as search and rescue; 
patrolling of regattas, pageants and marine parades; plus 
aid in hurricane and flood relief. Operational work, particu- 
larly of a disaster type, is the secret ambition and unspoken 
goal of many a member. 

4) Fellowship—Activities and festivities of the Auxiliary 
promote lasting friendships. Belonging to a national organ- 


ization affiliated with the Coast Guard enables the Auxilia- 
rists to feel that they are contributing their time, knowledge 
(continued on page 144)

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and skills for the advancement of safe boating across the 
nation. 

This wide range of activities is directed by a military-type 
chain of command combining regular Coast Guard officers 
and those elected to membership by the Auxiliary. The 
Coast Guard supplies a chief director, currently Captain 
Roberts, who operates from Washington, and on the next 
level there is a director of auxiliary activities in each of the 
Coast Guard’s ten geographical districts within the conti- 
nental limits of the United States. 

Top officer in the Auxiliary is the commodore, an office 
now held by John B. Tanner of San Diego, Calif. Tanner, 
a live wire, is an ideal man for this post. A combat flier 
in World War II, he owns both a plane and a boat. It is 
said about him that he never answers correspondence. 
Rather, if one writes him on Auxiliary matters, Tanner is 
most apt to appear in his plane within the next week to talk 
over the problem personally. 

The Auxiliary is gaining a reputation for fine achieve- 
ments. To cite a primary example, Coast Guard records 
say that Auxiliary participation in 1955-56 was directly 
responsible for the saving of 112 lives on the water. 

Last September three Auxiliary boats were ready to save 
another life under the George Washington Bridge in New 
York City. A would-be suicide was poised for a jump off 
the bridge and three Auxiliary craft, part of a fleet of 36 
patrolling at the Manhattan Outboard Marathon on this 
particular afternoon, were quickly dispatched to the scene 
for a rescue. Fortunately the man was persuaded not to 
jump by a newspaper photographer. 

That outboard marathon provided over 100 Auxiliarists 
with a magnificent patrol opportunity around a dangerous 
26-mile race course and 18 assists (assisting a boat in dis- 
tress) were made that day. 

Concerning difficult regatta patrols and rescues, the regu- 
lar Coast Guard occasionally calls on the Auxiliary for 
operational help. One of the leading rescue operations is 
conducted by the Big Bend Division in northwest Florida 
on the Gulf of Mexico. This is the only Auxiliary division 
with a formal name rather than a number, and its captain, 
W. S. Schley, says the small membership, 57 men in 47 
boats, averages six search-and-rescue missions each month. 

“About 9,000 persons a week shove their boats into the 
Gulf between Apalachicola and Cedar Keys, Florida,” re- 
ports Schley, operator of a commercial fishing resort called 
the Tallahassee Yacht Club. “When they get lost or run out 
of gas, we go and get em. We've rescued everything from 
an F.B.I. agent to a steer. 

This division’s rescue work is a model of cooperation. A 
1,000-watt auxiliary radio station monitors the frequency 
used by a Coast Guard search plane based at St. Peters- 
burg. The plane locates missing craft and auxiliary boats 
go to the rescue. Usually aboard one is the division sur- 
geon, Dr. Robert Sayre, a former Army medical officer. 

On Florida’s east coast, one of the more active flotillas 
is located at Ft. Lauderdale where it operates out of its 
own base at the Bahia-Mar marina. Flotilla members raised 
$20,000 to equip this base, which is a rarity among Aux- 
iliarists who are used to being homeless or operating out 
of boat yards, or public and private moorings. 

Walter Linder, a division captain at Pompano Beach, 
Fla., tells of *a recent rescue. One night last September the 
Coast Guard in Miami called the Auxiliary at Pompano 
Beach and told of a sailboat in distress not far offshore, 
reported by a tanker which was standing by. John Whitmer 
from the local flotilla answered the call at one a.M. and 
towed the sailboat to safety. The craft’s tiller had been 
damaged and the auxiliary engine quit enroute from Nas- 
sau to Miami. The skipper signalled S-O-S with a flashlight 
to the passing tanker which radioed Miami and then came 
the call to the Auxiliary.

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give the courtesy examinations has stories to tell about 
ignorance or carelessness, some funny, some frightening. 
Lloyd Albin, Auxiliary vice-commodore of the East Coast’s 
District Three (the CGA’s largest with 3,898 members), 
tells of an occasion at Atlantic Beach, Long Island, when 
he found 40 gallons of gasoline in a boat’s bilge. He ordered 
everyone off the craft, disconnected all electrical circuits 
and gently hand-pumped the gasoline overboard. 

Albin suspects that he saved a life, an accomplishment 
that many other examiners have achieved. 

An examiner at Alton, IIl., was asked for “one of those 
stickers.” The vessel involved was a shiny, new 15-foot 
outboard runabout that had everything save anchor and 
fire extinguisher. The owner stated he had no intention of 
scratching up his boat with an anchor and a fire extinguisher 
was unnecessary because he had plenty of insurance. There 
was no sticker awarded and the skipper signed up for a 
Public Instruction Course. 

An examiner in Chicago found a drogue, or sea anchor, 
in a lazarette. The embarrassed owner said it had been 
there for two years but he never had the nerve to ask what 
it was for—thought it might be some kind of funnel. 

In St. Paul, Minn., an examiner was recently shocked by 
an inboard runabout owner who inquired, “Say, what are 
those red and black things floating on the water?” 

Such questions for Auxiliarists to patiently answer are 
endless. There will likely be even more in the future be- 
cause the Auxiliary has a great responsibility ahead of it in 
a vastly expanded program of boating safety. The Con- 
gressional Committee headed by Rep. Herbert Bonner of 
North Carolina, conducted an exhaustive survey of recrea- 
tional boating in 1956 and concluded that voluntary educa- 
tional programs were perhaps the best way out of the 
woods of conflicting legislation, both current and planned, 
plus mounting accident reports. 

The Bonner Committee specifically cited the Coast Guard 
Auxiliary as an organization that could play an even greater 
role in educational work. So the Auxiliary’s aim must be 
continued development of volunteer but highly skilled ex- 
aminers and instructors to spread the credo of safe boating. 

The Coast Guard Commandant, Vice Admiral A. C. 
Richmond, recently directed this message to the Auxiliary, 
“Only with your help can we hope to spread the gospel of 
self-regulation and common sense and thus bring to a halt 
the growing record of needless death and destruction now 
attendant on the rapidly increasing family sport of boating.”

NEWPORT BEACH 
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by actor Jimmy Cagney, the island has taken his name 
although it is now owned by _ industrialist George 
McNamara. Reportedly, the island was sold for half-a- 
million dollars. 

Bay Island is a small residential island off Balboa. Like 
Cagney Island, it has no shops. Roy Rogers is one of its 
noted inhabitants. 

Harbor Island, with about 30 homes, is easily the most 
exclusive area in Newport. Best known is the million- 
dollar home of Jascha Heifetz, presently owned by Harold 
Amundsen, owner of the fast racing yacht Surprise. There 
are no shops on the island. 

Lido Isle is an island of 50 homes costing up to 250,000 
dollars. There are no shops on the island, but the store at 
the bridge which leads to the island, is world famous. 

Newport Island, on the north edge of the city, is almost 
exclusively a business area. Here, marine supply stores, 
banks, shops and theaters are located. 

Shark Island, close to Harbor Island, is the newest of 
the islands. As yet unoccupied, current plans call for con- 
struction of a multi-million dollar hotel there. 

All of the islands, plus a major portion of peninsula, are 
artificial, having been dredged out of the shallow mudflats 
which were once the harbor. As each island was built from 
the bottom of the bay, a new real estate boom would follow. 

Sales in the harbor are not brisk, because land is at a 
premium and is costly, but real estate men find business 
consistent. There are ready buyers for any houses and lots 
for sale. Waterfront footage (when it is available) on 
exclusive Lido or Harbor Islands, sells for a minimum of 
$1000—per foot. 

Prices are high because Newport has become a high-level 
resort town. Everywhere, water is king. Evidence is visible

in the stores, garages and boat shops which rim the busi- 
ness sections. In residential areas, along the channels, the 
influence is equally visible. The back of houses face the 
street: the front is toward the water. Every waterfront 
home has its own pier, mooring facilities and at least one 
boat. Craft from six-foot dinghies to 175-foot cruisers are 
moored everywhere: behind homes, bank buildings, stores 
and restaurants. Fishing poles, skin diving suits, flippers 
are as common as the sight of a Cadillac towing a cruiser 
or sailboat. Skin-diving is popular below Newport from 
Corona Del Mar south to San Onofre. In the summer, a 
motor ferry circles the channels during the day and evening 
hours. To go marketing, visiting, or out for the evening, a 
Newport citizen simply flags down the ferry and steps 
aboard from his private pier. Boats are used for trans- 
portation as often as for fun. Several restaurants, like Bob 
Dalton’s and Christian’s Hut have private docks for cus- 
tomers. 

If the subject in town isn’t boating, it’s fishing. Ocean 
fishing, from commercial fishing to sport fishing, rates as 
one of the top activities. Game fish are always being taken 
and Swordfish are plentiful in season. The world’s record, 
a 692 pound 1 3-foot-5-inch Marlin, was taken off Newport 
on a 24-thread line. 

To the city’s 21,201 regular population, the water 
(through boating, fishing or swimming) is either the back- 
bone of their economy or the key to their pleasure. Al- 
though a large portion of the local citizenry lives and works 
in Newport, an even larger percentage commutes to jobs 
in nearby towns. Many drive the 30 miles to Long Beach. 
An unusually high percentage work in Los Angeles. Dick 
Shaw, a writer for a Hollywood motion picture company, 
makes the daily 120 mile round trip between his home and 
his studio. Others, such as publisher Paul Mitchell, live in 
. Los Angeles during the winter and in Newport during the 
summer. 

Many top Hollywood personalities make the shift on a

James Cagney, Lou Costello, Ray Milland, 
George Brent, George Burns and Gracie Allen, and Roy 
Rogers maintain homes in Newport. 

Rogers’ huge cruiser Flamba is moored at his private 
pier beside his home on the tip of Bay Island. James Cag- 
ney moors his famed Swift, a red and black square-rigger 
patterned after famous Baltimore packets, near Harbor 
Island. 

Ray Milland keeps his yacht Dragoon at Newport. 
George Vanderbilt moors his 172-foot steel schooner 
Pioneer in the quiet waters of Lido Channel, appropriately 
enough behind the Newport-Balboa Savings and Loan 
building. Dick Powell has a waterfront home. Red 
Skelton, Robert Walker, Joan Crawford, and John Wayne 
have been, or are, frequent visitors. Humphrey Bogart 
was, perhaps, the most famous Newport regular. Newport 
was home port for his famed Santana. Cartoonist Virgil 
Partch is an island habitue. 

In the summer, when tourists swell the population to 
more than 70,000, local businessmen do more than four 
million dollars worth of business. Yacht and cruiser sales 
are reported to top the nation. 

From such an enthusiastic marine background has come 
a seaworthy know-how which makes the trends at Newport 
felt on all West Coast boating. What happens at Newport 
is significant information from Seattle to San Diego. Races 
have begun at Newport and been copied elsewhere. Boat 
designs have originated here, to shoot into national promi- 
nence. World famous Snowbirds, peculiar to Newport, are 
seen in the east in the Ray Greene-built Nippers. The 
famed Naples Sabot is currently receiving a phenomenal 
push because of its popularity in Newport. The well known 
Lehman IC 10 can trace its growing acceptance (there are 
classes along the West Coast and in areas as varied as 
Chicago and Acapulco) to its rise at Newport. PC and Star 
class boats have credited renewed expansion in their ranks 
to interest at Newport. 

Notable among the area’s 17 boatbuilders and repair 


yards is the South Coast Company of Newport Beach. 
There are 12 boat dealers, 12 marine insurance agents, 
5 boat rental spots, 7 boating clubs and three fishing clubs 
to take care of residents and visitors. This is a starting 
and outfitting point for cruises to Catalina, down to En- 
senada and Acapulco in Mexico, and even Hawaii and 
Tahiti. 

Newporters like to feel they start trends, and one of 
their prime examples is the Snowbird. The official 1932 
Olympics class, the boat was first designed by Newporter 
Jim Webster and backed by Balboa Islander J. A. Beek. 
Almost overnight, the boat became one of the most popular 
classes at Newport. The famed “Flight of the Snowbirds” 
is the world’s largest yachting race. Held each year around 
July 4th, more than 165 of the small cat-boats compete. 

“It is the United States’ most popular race for all ages,” 
Chairman Urban Beh, said, “and it is probably the most 
important training race in the world. There is no entry 
fee: no membership requirements. It is a race for anyone 
who wants to have fun.” 

The fact that the “Flight of the Snowbirds” is for fun, is 
undeniable. The entry blank sets the key. It says, “Age 
Limit: for all ages from one to one-hundred-one.” Nothing 
could be clearer, yet the emphasis here is on youth. Sailing 
over the two-mile course from the channel entrance to a 
point deep in the harbor, the majority of sailors in the 
1957 twenty-second annual race were under 16 years of 
age. Awards are given for the fastest boat, the youngest 
boy and the youngest girl crew. 

Although Newport has always been a place where adults 
in expensive and inexpensive boats could play side by side, 
the mass trend is toward the smaller boats. Even though 
youth is taking over, the post war move to small boats 
is not limited to the young. The change to small boats like 
the Snowbirds is covering all age groups. 

One of the major reasons is cost. First made of wood, 
now made of fiberglass, the Snowbirds are easily the most 
popular class boat in the harbor. Used wooden Snowbirds 
sell for $400 to $450. New fiberglass models cost $775

But Snowbirds and runabouts are not the only inexpen- 
sive boats popular at Newport. The 8-foot Sabot, a boat 
designed to be a yacht tender or smart sailor, has felt a 
rise in popularity that’s amazing. Selling for $355 com- 
plete with sails, builder William Schrock, has seen the boat 
firmly established as a racing class. 

The Lehman Inter Club 10, designed in Newport by 
Barney Lehman, has become the step-up for sailors who 
graduate from the Snowbirds, runabouts and Sabots. 
Lehman IC 10's are frequently seen in races in the harbor. 

Newport has always had a wealth of top notch pilots to 
sing such praises. World famous Star Class pilots Don 
Elder and Bill Ficker call Newport home and practice on 
its waters. Elder and Ficker only recently gave new in- 
terest to both the Star Class and Newport when they com- 
peted in the Internationals at Havana. Freddy Schenck, 
who won the national Snipe Class in the U. S. this year 
and placed second at the Internationals in Portugal, lives 
and sails in Newport. The Legend, Charles Ullman’s winner 
of the Transpacific race to Honolulu and members of 
POPULAR BoaTING’s Sailing Honor Roll for 1957, calls 
Newport Beach, home port. Albert Soiland, the father of 
Newport boating, developed his famous Viking 1], here. 

But the Newport of Soiland’s day is gone. Newport's 
expansion into the hills which rim the bay is creating a 
tangle in the harbor. Most of the people who are buying 
homes close to the harbor are locating there because they 
want to be close to the water. They own boats, or want . 
to own boats. New citizens and Los Angeles, Santa Ana, 
Anaheim and close-by residents have created a surge in 
mooring, from 2000 boats in 1940 to 5,431 in 1957. The 
influx has played havoc with mooring space; none is avail- 
able.

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problems, now has a waiting list of several hundred names, 
and some have been on the list for several years. 

This situation has helped the trend to smaller boats 
which can be easily transported. Ed Martindale who lives 
in Newport Heights, owns a 22-foot Schock sailing yacht 
and works in Newport, is typical. 

“I spent a year trying to find moorage,” he says, “and 
finally gave up. I carry the boat to one of the commercial 
launching ramps, sail, then take the boat home. If I didn’t 
have a backyard I couldn’t go sailing.” 

Newport’s seven yacht clubs are trying to remedy the 
situation, but most of them are swamped with member- 
ship applications. The Newport Harbor Yacht Club has 
more than 500 members, and over 45 acres of 15-foot deep 
moorage. The oldest club in Newport, its docks are full. 

The Balboa Yacht Club, with more than 400 members 
is packed. The Lido Isle Yacht Club, possibly the most 
exclusive yachting club in the world, is restricted to Lido 
Isle home owners. The Balboa Bay Club, the largest club, 
with 1000-plus members, cannot expand as rapidly as 
applications arrive. The Voyagers, newest yachting club, 
is Only now getting underway. The Balboa Island Yacht 
Club, with 70 members, is restricted to teen-agers. The 
Non-Calms is a similar teen-age group, and a junior divi- 
sion of the Newport Harbor Yacht Club. Several semi- 
official sailing and yachting ‘associations’ are in similar 
circumstances. 

Present boating activities are strictly limited to the 
harbor and a small section of the Upper or Back Bay, east 
of the Coast Highway. Most of the upper bay area is 
useless mudflats, scheduled for development sometime in 
the future. 

Early in November, 1957, city officials accepted a pri- 
vate plan to develop a second segment of the upper bay 
as a privately-operated park and recreation area. Report- 
edly to be built in a Southern Pacific motif, it will feature

swimming, picnic areas, recreation facilities and will do 
something to ease mooring. When the full back bay is 
cleared, 75 additional acres of water will be opened. 
Because of such circumstances, much of Newport’s boat- 
ing is transient. Weekend sailors from a 200 mile radius 
flow into Newport, swelling its facilities and making New- 
port a top tourist attraction, with heavy business at the 
motels, hotels and restaurants. Businessmen have devel- 
oped slants to cater to the boaters. There is even a Bo- 
Motel, a motel fronting on the Coast Highway with dock- 
ing facilities for guests who wish to arrive by boat. 
Newport Bay was formed by the silt and mud carried 
down to the ocean by the Santa Ana River. By 1880 the 
area gained new prominence as a place for fishing. It was 
sub-divided in 1904 and opened as a sea-side town. A long 
ocean pier helped its growth, and when the town was in- 
corporated, in 1906, harbor development began.

It was here that aviation pioneer Glenn Martin first devel- 
oped his airplanes. The first hydroplane to land and taxi 
ashore, then take off again, performed the feat at Newport 
under Martin’s guidance. 

Until 1936 the shallow mudflats at the entrance to the 
Bay made boating across it a tough game. Albert Soiland, 
early resident and a main impetus of the area, tells of an 
early experience with Viking II. 

“We made occasional voyages from San Pedro to New- 
port Bay,” says Dr. Soiland who first established ‘station A’ 
of the South Coast Yacht Club, in Newport (now the 
Newport Harbor Yacht Club). “Although we would strike 
bottom crossing the harbor flats and would wallow in the 
trough of breakers, no serious mishaps befell us. 

“However, there came a time . . . The breakers did not 
seem high as we passed the mouth. We slid over several 
in great shape, and then we suddenly spied the last one 
coming on strong, apparently looking for revenge. It was 
too late to come about, our only salvation was to take it 
square on the nose at full speed. The bow rose, and it 
seemed an everlasting time for it to make up its mind 
whether to go forward or rear back over our heads and 
engulf us. The cockpit was full of water. Fortunately, the 
hatchway was closed. Although we had been pushed back, 
nearly to the narrows, the good old engine chugged along 
and finally we slid over the top into deep water.” 

Such dangerous activity at the entrance kept the popu- 
larity of Newport at low ebb until 1936 when the entrance 
was dredged clear. Sitting in his office, in Washington, 
D. C., President Franklin Delano Roosevelt pushed a 
button which signalled Coast Guard boats at Newport that 
the channel was officially open. 

Today there is no doubt in the mind of any Southern 
California resident what “I’m going to Newport” means. 
It means more than a weekend on the water, a weekend 
of boating, swimming or fishing. It is a way of life.

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HE emphasis in motor boat design and construction 
this year is on comfort, safety, and utility. However at 
first glance the news would seem to be headlined, “Tra-

appearance of carburetor air intakes, rakish topsides and 
cabin structures with bright color combinations. But these 
are superficial innovations of design which do not detract 
from essential improvements such as increased stability and 
dryness in the wider and deeper boats, heavier transoms to 
handle more powerful outboard motors, bigger boats with 
accommodations planned to give maximum utility for fam- 
ily cruising or sport fishing, and the use of synthetic mate- 
rials to reduce maintenance costs. 

This issue of POPULAR BOATING provides the boatman a 
complete boat show at home; and in browsing through the 
following pages he will want to keep certain channel mark- 
ers in mind. A boat show shoppér should decide on his 
requirements and envisage the particular type of boats 
which meet his personal requirements—salt water sport fish- 
ing, family weekending on a river or lake, sailboat cruising 
with an occasional club race, etc. Bear in mind the list 
of qualifications for this boat are dictated by the area in 
which the boating will be done, the functions the boat must 
perform, the number of persons to be accommodated, the 
amount of time available for boating and maintenance, and 
the size of investment considered. 

With the trend towards flashy, attractive hulls, the boat 
buyer must be increasingly firm with himself in insisting 
that the boat which catches his eye also fills his particular 
needs. For example: if the waters he hopes to cruise are 
offshore, is the boat seaworthy enough to be safe? An 
acquaintance with the craft prevalent along his shore is a 
good key to the solution of this problem. 

Is there sufficient cabin accommodations for comfortable 
living aboard? Or does he need more cockpit space for 
fishing, with the cabin put to use only on occasional week- 
ends? 

If he intends to trail his boat and store it in the garage, 
is the garage large enough to handle the rig? 

Every boatman, or potential boatman, has his own set 
of specifications for a boat. But carrying them around in 
his head is dangerous because some item will certainly be 
overlooked. The boat buyer will do well to determine his 
requirements and his limitations before going to the local 
Boat Show, or studying this directory. 

The list following is intended to assist the individual boat 
buyer in devising his own set of qualifications. 














QUESTIONS THE BOAT BUYER SHOULD ASK OF 
HIMSELF 


1. How large will my crew be? If the boat is for family 
cruising, what is the minimum size acceptable? Accommo- 
dations required? 


2. Is the boat for fishing, or cruising, or racing, or water 
skiing, or a combination of two or more of these? 


3. How much time can I spare for maintenance? 
4. How much can | afford to pay for boat, motor, acces- 
sories, maintenance and insurance? 


FACTORS TO CHECK IN CONSIDERING A BOAT 


1. Is it designed and constructed for offshore or sheltered 
waters? 

2. Is the type of construction and the materials the best, 
or at least acceptable, for my purposes? 

3. How does it compare in design and construction with 
other boats on the waters to be sailed? 

4. Is the wood properly selected and seasoned for those 
waters? Are the fastenings non-corrosive for salt water 
service? If it is fiberglass, are there flaws (pin holes, ragged 
seams), and sufficient stiffening frames? If it is metal, are 
there adequate flotation tanks? 

5. Is the power plant suited to the type and size of the 
boat? 

6. Is the engine easily accessible for repairs? 

7. Are spare parts available? 

8. Is fuel consumption excessive? 

9. Are accommodations acceptable to all who will be 
using the boat? Private toilet facilities? Galley space? Ice 
box? Full length berths? Head room? Stowage space? 

10. Is there adequate cockpit space? Room for fishing 
or lounging? 

11. What are the estimated maintenance costs in a year 
for hull and machinery? 

12. What is the estimated resale value? 

13. What are the boat’s trailing characteristics? 

14. What provisions will have to be made for laying-up? 

15. Is the boat locally built, and what are delivery 
charges, freight, etc.? 


Don’t forget to consider a trailer, accessories like deck 
hardware, lights, life jackets, etc., and taxes and insurance, 
plus shipping charges in computing total cost.

UTBOARD or inboard, gas or diesel; there’s a 1958 
marine engine to meet every boating requirement. 
Choice of power is necessarily dictated by the 

purpose it must serve, but even within the limits of his 
needs, the boatman can find a wide selection of models, 
horsepower ranges, and styles. 

In the outboard field, three trends are apparent this year: 
more horsepower, slicker styling, and in the large power 
models, more weight. Outboard engines in the 50-70 HP 
range weigh up to 200 lbs. Installing or removing one of 
these is an operation for which friends or a winch are needed. 
The motor goes on at the beginning of the season, and comes 
off at the end. But even the big runabouts and cruisers that 
use these large engines can be trailered, so no loss of 
mobility is involved. 

This trend to increased power in outboard engines has 
led to larger, better-outfitted boats, ones capable of fairly 
extended cruising. Just where this trend will lead is any- 
body’s guess right now, but the boatman is offered more 
size, comfort and stability in outboarding than ever before. 

The small engines haven’t been neglected, however. 
Models down to 3 and 2.5 HP are available for use as kick- 
ers on the small skiffs and dinghies. And in the middle 
power range there is a greater selection of models than ever 
before. But in all powers the improvements in controls, 
silencing features, and shock-proof lower units mean greater 
ease of operation, and much more pleasant boating this 
coming year. 

Inboard engines have not been subject to as many engi- 
neering changes as outboards, but increased efficiency is the 
keynote of every line. There has been considerable devel- 
opment in recent years in drive arrangements to enable the 
engine to be moved as far aft as possible, thus making it 
easier for the boat to move up onto a plane (in planing type 
hulls), and to make more cockpit room available. Use of 
lightweight metals has greatly reduced overall weight in 
most lines. Power ranges available are from about 6 HP 
to more than 300 HP. 

For the do-it-yourself boatman of the engineering vari- 
ety, conversion kits are available to transform many of the 
modern V-8 automotive engines to marine use. 

Diesels offer economy of operation, but somewhat more 
weight per horsepower than equivalent gasoline inboard 
engines. Maintenance on a diesel is generally cheaper than 
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on a gasoline power plant, and the danger of fire or explo- 
sion from fuel fumes does not exist. Prices for diesels are 
somewhat higher than for gas engines, however, balanc- 
ing the lower maintenance cost. ; 

In selecting a power plant for your boat, a number of 
factors must be considered, whether outboard or inboard, 
gasoline or diesel. Size and hull design are most important; 
a displacement hull will not give greater speed with power 
in excess of rated capacity, and a large engine in a small 
planing hull can make the craft dangerous to operate, per- 
haps even damage the transom if an outboard, or weaken 
engine supports if an inboard. . 

How do you intend to use your boat? If for fishing in 
sheltered waters, you'll want enough power to get you to 
where the fish are, without taking too much time, and yet 
one which will throttle down to smooth, slow trolling speeds. 
You'll want something between 3 HP and 30 HP, depend- 
ing on the size of your boat. For offshore fishing, you 
shouldn’t need more than about 30 HP, but at least 16 HP, 
again depending on the size of the craft. You'll want enough 
push to get you back into harbor safely when tide and cur- 
rent conditions are against you. 

If you’re a water ski enthusiast, power requirements 
range from 10 HP up to 70 HP, again depending on the 
size of the boat, and in this case the number of skiers Cus- 
tomarily towed. You can’t get six skiers off to a deep water 
start with 10 HP, but it doesn’t take a big motor to tow one 
or two skiers behind a small boat. 

For the cruising boatman, choice is dictated by the size 
of the boat, type of hull, and local conditions. The larger 
the craft, the more power it can handle safely. In no case 
is it wise to go above recommended power ranges. This 
goes for both inboards and outboards. 

How important is styliag? In the outboard field this has 
received more attention than ever before, with top-flight 
industrial designers creating the shapes and colors for pow- 
erhead covers. Design of lower units is still the realm of 
engineers who are primarily concerned with underwater 
efficiency more than good looks.

The stretching as well as wearing qualities 
of a piece of rope must be considered; stretch is sometimes 
a valuable safety factor in easing the jerking effect of a boat 
pitching at a mooring but is not always desirable. The 
flotation characteristics of a particular rope are important 
too, and its flexibility when wet, especially if it is to be 
used for running rigging. 


Fenders 

A variety of fenders ranging from coir rope to foam 
rubber, including cellular rubber innovations on the pneu- 
matic tire principle, and cord filled canvas cylinders, are 
available at various prices. The only advice the boatman 
needs in this department is that he should have fenders at 
any cost to protect his hull from needless pounding against 
pilings, floats, locks or other boats. Stowage of fenders will 
be a concern in selecting a supply of these necessary but 
awkward passengers. 


Hardware 

With increasing dependency on the distaff member of the 
ship’s crew, or on Junior, or Grandpa, or an important 
guest—to weigh anchor or hoist the mainsail while the 
Skipper is relaxing at the helm—and of course with the 
availability of so many labor saving devices in our mech- 
anized society, more boats than ever are being fitted with 
winches, windlasses, and modern davits. 

They are available in electric, hydraulic and manual 
models of all types and sizes, for all conceivable purposes 
of relieving the stress and strain of brute seamanship. Here 
new products incorporating synthetic materials are very 
much in evidence. 

Some new ground tackle has entered the field, but for the 
most part anchors, moorings, and chain retain their time 
tested characteristics. 

A remarkable variety of boat seats are available this 
year, in various models, folding and fixed, and some, with 
flotation qualities, are intended to supplement the boat’s 
regular, required life-saving equipment. 


Stoves 

Marine stoves have not appreciably changed, and the 
boatman who wants an efficient galley fire will probably 
select a stove which burns either bottled gas, alcohol, or 
kerosene. The main thing to consider in installing a bottled 
gas stove is fitting the fuel tank outside, on deck, with a 
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shut-off valve at the tank, and taking precautions against 
leaky connections in the fuel line inside the cabin. 

Some boatmen like the kerosene stove best because of the 
availability of the fuel, others prefer the cleaner fire of 
alcohol. One new but increasingly popular type of galley 
fire is provided by disposable gas containers fitted with a 
rack to support a cooking vessel. 

But any kind of marine stove must be installed with 
caution, and in this respect the occasional use of gasoline 
camp stoves in boats must be discouraged. Gasoline has no 
place in a boat except as a motor fuel. Gasoline fumes, like 
bottled gas fumes, are heavier than air and tend to collect in 
the lowest point of the bilge, frequently lying undetected 
until an open flame or ignition spark sets off an explosion. 


Emergency Equipment 

One cannot exaggerate the importance of emergency 
equipment in a boat. Adequate life preservers, fire extin- 
guishers, and signaling equipment are prescribed by the 
U. S. Coast Guard for all classes of boats, and no responsi- 
ble boat owner will sail with less than a safe amount of 
such gear on board. 

The type of fire most common to boats is of flammable 
liquids, although electrical fires also occur. The boatman 
should insure that the fire fighting system he installs, or the 
extinguisher he hangs on the bulkhead, employs an agent 
which is non-conducting. 

Since foam type extinguisher agents conduct electricity, 
they are recommended only for oil fires, where they are 
considered best. 

Carbon tetrachloride is an efficient fire fighter, but its 
fumes are toxic and undesirable for combating fire in a 
ck,sed cabin or engine room. 

Carbon dioxide is a good all-around extinguisher, and 
units are available in small portable hand models, larger 
hand models, and built-in systems which trigger manually, 
or automatically by means of a thermostat. 

However some new types of extinguishers are being in- 
troduced, and they are said to be safe and efficient under 
all circumstances. 

For the number and type of extinguishers required on 
board, the boatman should contact his local Coast Guard 
office or write to Popular Boating’s “Free Aids” dept.— 
enclosing the coupon in this issue—for complete informa- 
tion on the subject. 


Emergency Drills 

But just having all the proper equipment is not enough. 
Actual drills, according to carefully laid plans, should be 
carried out on board by the entire crew. The Skipper should 
devise drills for every conceivable emergency, and insist 
that the crew comply seriously—they will be more willing 
than he may imagine. The resultant lack of confusion in 
time of trial will be worth the effort. 

With familiarity in the application of emergency equip- 
ment, a product listed in this directory might someday be 
worth as much as a human life. — G

Importance should be placed on proper navigation lights 
for anything that moves on the water. The law of the 
land, and the sea, is very precise in defining a vessel’s class 
and in stating requirements for lights when underway, or 
even, in certain areas, when at anchor. 

In studying the variety of lights offered, the boatman 
should be sure the lights he chooses will be visible the re- 
quired distance, or farther, under all conditions of weather 
and mechanical failure. The most cautious boatman will 
have oil lamps in reserve in case of battery weakness. 


Searchlights 

Another valuable, if not legally required, light on a boat 
is a searchlight. Anyone who has tried to pick up a moor- 
ing in a crowded anchorage, or find a berth on a black 
shoreline or identify a suspicious looking floating object on 
a dark night, knows the value of a good: searchlight. Like 
the internal combustion engine, which mariners did without 
for centuries, the searchlight is a valuable asset to modern 
boating. 


Navigation Equipment 

The navigation equipment required on each boat will de- 
pend upon the waters to be sailed, the size of the boatman’s 
purse, and the amount of fun he wants from the ancient 
“art of navigation.” 

The most important single piece of navigation equipment 
on board is a proper chart of the area. The Coast and 
Geodetic Survey prints charts and publications (tide and 
current tables, Coast Pilots, etc.) for U. S. and Territorial 
waters, and the Navy Hydrographic Office supplies such 
material for the remainder of the World. Every boatman 
has a chart agency somewhere in his neighborhood; and for 
advice you might write the Director, Coast & Geodetic Sur- 
vey, U. S. Dept. of Commerce, Washington 25, D. C. 

Chart reading equipment: dividers, for measuring dis- 
tances, and parallel rulers, for plotting courses and bearings, 
are the tools for proper use of a navigation chart. 

Next in importance to a chart is the compass, available 
from pocket size to big ship compasses with quadrantal 
correctors, flinders bars, heeling magnets, and binnacles as 
big as an outboard motor. The type of compass, or com- 
passes, required in any boat will be dictated by the size of 
the boat, the extent of its need, and the accuracy desired by 
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the owner. A peloris for taking bearings, or a bearing com- 
pass, may also be a valuable instrument on board. 

Binoculars are very useful for identification of buoys, 
beacons, landmarks, and the action of other boats, while 
they are still a safe distance off. 

A barometer is a must for most boatmen who go more 
than a few miles offshore. An indication of the trend of 
atmospheric pressure, rising or falling, is a good key to 
weather prediction. 

The navigator must have a time piece to determine dis- 
tance run by combining time and speed, to keep track of 
tides, or for celestial navigation. A wrist watch may do the 
trick, but a good sized cabin clock is less likely to get wet. 
A stop watch plus short wave radio for time-ticks may 
replace the classic chronometer for celestial navigation. But 
the latter will be cherished by most long distance ocean 
navigators. 

A sextant and appropriate reference tables for celestial 
navigation will complete the offshore sailor’s basic require- 
ments. 

But piloting is the biggest problem in navigation, and 
the homely little lead line, well marked and not too heavy, 
is one of the most important bits of gear in helping to 
locate a boat’s position in fog, or in exploring an anchorage 
area. 

An electronic depth finder is most helpful too; so is a 
“speedometer” or Kenyon log. 

There are many good radio direction finders on the 
market, and many experienced boatmen feel that any craft 
going offshore should be equipped with at least a portable 
RDF. 

A radio telephone can be an aid to navigation too. Be- 
sides being a means of practical communication with the 
home port, and an invaluable piece of emergency equip- 
ment, many a boatman has called a passing fishing boat 
and asked for a position check. 

We cover the gamut of navigation aids from the barest 
necessities to useful luxuries, like loran, radar, and auto- 
matic pilots. But the individual boatman will compile his 
own list of required equipment to suit his needs.

ULAR BOATING’s invitation to adventure and safety. Every 
boatman knows, however, that the absence of any item will 
not necessarily keep him ashore. Because being a man, and 
a boatman, he is also by instinct a navigator. — G
